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PREFACE. 


Tus, the usual yearly volume, for 1847, of the Lonpon MgpicaL 
Directory, has been considerably enlarged and improved. The 
experience of the past three years has taught us in what the pre- 
vious volumes were defective, whilst the kindness and continued 
patronage of the profession have enabled us to supply much that 
was required to make the Directory useful and complete. 
Important information and useful suggestions have been, in 
almost every instance, the ready response to our-circular letters, 
and we need not say how much the correctness and utility of 
the Lonpon Mepicau Directory of this year is due to the 
extensive correspondence which has taken place between our- 
selves and the individual members of the profession. With pleasure 
we acknowledge our obligations for the assistance they have 
afforded us, and the goodwill shown by their aid and encourage- 
ment in the prosecution of our work. This, indeed, has been the 
pleasing feature of the economy adopted in compiling and.ar- 
ranging the Directory ; and we sincerely hope that our epistolary 
acquaintance will not decline with the attainment of our tempo- 
rary object, but that our professional brethren will continue to 
communicate their suggestions, additions, or desired alterations, 
with the fullest assurance of our attention, and gratitude for the 
interest thus evinced. 

Referring to our correspondence with the profession, we 
afforded the greatest latitude as regarded choice of designation. 
The members were allowed to style themselves as they pleased, 
and certainly very singular titles have been sometimes adopted. 
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From the evidence we were thus enabled to obtain, and from 
our direct correspondence with many parties upon the subject, 
we are convinced, that however expedient, on some occasions, 
it may be, to have a common designation for the many very 
differently qualified medical practitioners, still the term General 
Practitioner is far from being universally popular among the 
profession. It is not for us to enter into the question why 
this should be, satisfied, as we are, that justice to the existing 
body of medical men requires differences of designation to be 
sustained according to the great differences that have marked 
their individual education. When the legislature imposes uni- 
formity in this respect, the anomalies of our present condition 
and nomenclature will, no doubt, disappear ; but until some wise 
measure of medical reform shall be fully carried out, whatever is 
inconsistent should remain to urge upon government and popular 
opinion the necessity. of improvement. In the meantime, we 
venture to propose a scale of distinctive grades, which we think will 
receive the approving consent of the profession, and be generally 
adopted on the next occasion of communicating with us on the 
subject of qualifications, &c. At all events, it possesses the great 
recommendation that it will raise the status value of every previ- 
ous designation, except “‘ Physician,” which does not indeed admit 
of being disturbed, for, being now the highest title, it could only 
be inversely affected by change. 

We begin with those holding the licence of the Society of 
Apothecaries, without any other diploma. To such, the title of 
“General Practitioner” is most appropriate. Pure apothecaries 
they have long ceased to be, and one and all repudiate, and justly 
too, a name which, as applied to the present licentiates, perpetuates 
& very vulgar error, and encourages unfair aspersion as regards 
their real and deserved position in social rank. The designation, 
‘¢General Practitioner,” is strictly applicable to these, and by 
adopting it, they assume no more than what is properly their due. 

The Fellow and the Member of the Royal College of Surgeons 
will alike, and with equal right, entitle themselves “ Surgeon,” 
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which, we consider, expresses inferior attainments to that cf 
General Practitioner, as, in fact, the former only indicates a class 
of partially educated medical men, who, with the diploma of the 
Royal College of Surgeons alone, have often ventured to assume 
the responsibilities of general practice. 

For the next and by far the most important class of practi- 
tioners—namely, those who possess the diplomas of both College 
and Hall, we propose the designation of ‘“* Surgeons in general 
practice,” which we think sufficiently indicative of superior 
qualification. With these also might be classed such graduates 
of our several universities as have waived their higher preten- 
sions, for ordinary attendance on the sick. These might very 
appropriately, under such circumstances, designate themselves 
‘‘ Physicians in general practice.” 

As our chief ambition has been to produce a work which 
should be universally approved of by the professien, we have 
always courted criticism as a favour, and given ready attention 
to any suggestion which appeared likely to increase the utility of 
our Directory. Among other features which have been freely 
commented upon, we observe that the enumeration of occasional 
and minor contributions to medical literature, appended to the 
names of their several authors, has been the subject of frequent 
remark in the medical periodicals. Jealous of the imputation, 
that aught objectionable or offensive had been admitted into our 
pages, we have accordingly spared no pains to have the question 
of the propriety or impropriety of the course thus adopted properly 
determined. Our inquiries among the mos€ distinguished mem- 
bers of the profession, and others well qualified from their situation 
to judge upon such a matter have, however, invariably resulted 
in favour of the mention of the contributions, the only objection 
of any weight being against the admission of trifling papers on 
non-professional subjects. To this particular, therefore, in future 
communications upon the subject, we trust that medical authors 
will pay proper attention, and enter such of their productions 
only which are admitted to be of professional value and importance. 
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The enumeration of honorary appointments and distinctions, 
again, should be confined to those connected with some public 
medical institution, or to such societies as have gisen to dis- 
tinction. In order that our observations upon these points 
should not want the recommendation of good and sufficient 
authority, we insert the substance of two letters we have re- 
ceived in reply to our inquiries. Mr. Stone, the librarian of 
the Royal College of Surgeons, observes: “ I have found the 
Directory a general index to the medical journals, which, as is 
well known, contain some valuable papers; but to discover where 
or in what volume would be a work of some labour and time, 
were it not for your useful periodical. Individually speaking, I 
should regret exceedingly to find so useful and important a feature 
of the work discontinued.” Mr. Williams, also, the assistant- 
librarian of the Royal Medical and Chirurgical Society, thus 
replies to our inquiries : ‘‘ J beg leave to state that I have found 
the Lonpon Mepicau Directory of considerable use. It is fre- 
quently examined as a book of reference, or referred to for other 
useful information. The only drawback to the merits of the 
work I have heard complained of is, that some members of the 
profession have put too prominently forward their claims to 
eminence. This circumstance must affect the parties them- 
selves, rather than the work; but I would venture to suggest 
some careful pruning among the long lists of literary produc- 
tions sometimes introduced.” | 

On no other subject do we think prefatory comment needed, 
and we therefore conclude, with the hope that the remarks we 
have here introduced will suggest to the profession that attention 
to these minor particulars in their correspondence with us, 
which will obviate all necessity on our part to interfere in any 
way with the replies which their own good sense and taste may 
dictate. 
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PROFESSIONAL ETIQUETTE. 


Etiquette ; tts Definition and Application. 


MEDICAL etiquette is the acknowledgment of certain conventional rights 
by general consent of the profession, which, being mutually observed by 
individual practitioners in their intercourse with each other, add con- 
siderably to the amenities of life; and,—not less important,—contribute 
greatly to maintain the personal dignity of those engaged in the practice 
of medicine. 

All men interested in similar pursuits, feel towards each other a 
sympathy of association, which leads them, in some sense, to consider 
themselves and the rest as of one related family. But this characteristic 
instinct of humanity is developed individually in different degrees. 
Did it operate universally the same, of course there could be no neces- 
sity whatever for etiquette. Unfortunately, however, private interest 
or personal feeling often tempts to a forgetfulness of what is due to 
others ; and as characters vary between the two extremes of disinter- 
estedness and selfishness, it is evident that ideas of right, determined by 
individual judgments, must differ to a corresponding extent. Here, 
then, would be a wide field for question and dispute, did not societies meet 
the evil by reducing all cases to. an average standard of propriety, which, 
as members of one community, all are bound to respect. 

Influenced by these considerations, the medical profession acknowledge 
the necessity of certain observances of form, calculated to correct or 
restrain, where self, actuated by either craven regard or chivalrous 
feeling, might hazard the right of others. Hitherto, however, such con- 
ventional modes have been very loosely defined, and, as a natural conse- 
sequence, very loosely observed. Excepting, indeed, some few canons 
regulating rank and precedence, which have even now become questions 
of grave contention between the present race of apothecaries and ply- 
sicians, little respecting the general custom of the profession could be 
Jaid down as authoritative, npon many matters on which we have been con- 
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sulted, affecting the interests and feelings of two or more practitioners, 
whom circumstances had brought into contact on some urgent or acciden- 
tal case. Questions having been also constantly submitted to us, involving 
many points of equity and decorous forbearance, upon which our deci- 
sive comment has been requested, we have at length determined, for our 
own guidance, and for the convenience of others, to frame some standard 
of professional propriety. The opportunities of our situation have enabled 
us to do this, without the fear of being charged with presumption or dis- 
pleasing dogmatism; for since the notice in the last London Medical 
Directory, that it was our intention, in a succeeding volume, tu give a 
paper upon Medical Etiquette, numerous cases have been transmitted 
for arbitration, containing many useful and convenient suggestions. 
A duty became thus imposed, that the knowledge obtained in this 
manner of the opinions and sentiments of the profession should 
not be lost; and we accordingly resolved to take the opportunity our 
Directory afforded us, of promulgating a code of ceremonial observances 
founded upon principles of common sense and justice, and such as we 
considered would be generally received as the right and proper course of 
acting on occasions of consultation or other meetings, and in those 
situations of delicate consideration for the rights and feelings of a brother- 
_ practitioner, which are so frequently occurring in the practice of every 

medical man. Nor under these circumstances should our authority be 
lightly questioned, since the voice of the profession has been our chief 
guide in defining the mutual obligations of contending parties. We, 
therefore, ask from our brethren that courtesy and common consent 
which will make our observations practically useful ;—and in order that 
errors of commission requiring correction, should not indicate weakness 
or precipitancy of judgment, we have designedly rendered ourselves 
liable to charges of omission, and left considerable margin for increased 
experience and information, which, we anticipate, will result from future 
correspondence upon the subject. 


The Former Constitution of the Profession. 


Society, founded upon principles of convenience, submits to a law of 
order, and divides its members into classes. The same systematic im- 
pulse continues to subdivide the classes, and to preserve the integrity of 
this economy. Man is influenced by self-esteem, which, next to self-pre- 
servation, is the strongest moving principle in the human constitution. 
Upon this is based that pride of place which makes precedence a subject 
of interest and importance. If its operation be well understood and 
justly observed, an established order of rank prevents much painful 
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uneasiness, and corrects any feeling of conscious inferiority, by its 
obvious necessity for the well-doing of the community. 

Like all others, therefore, the medical profession has its gradations. 
The Physician, the Surgeon, and the Apothecary mark its subdivisions ; 
and law and custom would seem distinctly to have defined the position 
and duties of each class. It is needless to observe, however, that 
practically this classification has become almost obsolete. The nomen- 
clature alone remains in force, and its inapplicability to the existing 
state of things constitutes an admirable argumentum ad absurdam for 
the reorganization of the profession. In times past, these several 
practitioners, in their various grades, were no doubt equal to the 
sanatory requirements of the people; or, if not, the evil was due to 
that condition of society, which, in contradistinction to advancement, we 
call barbarism. At all events, in the present age, the public, advanced in 
knowledge and power, perceive that they are considerably benefited by a 
departure from the economy of the profession as ordered of old. A change, 
accordingly, is now in progress, which, like all transitions, is marked 
by a confusion of position and character among individual members, 
that calls for some state interference to establish order and union in a 
profession which has thus been disturbed, and to meet the increasing 
demands for excellence by a people rapidly progressing themselves. 

If we look around, indeed, it will be found that the Physician, the 
Surgeon, and the Apothecary, as distinct and separate practitioners, 
exist in but little more than their several designations. The many 
animadversions that appeared upon the publication of the case of a 
Surgeon, whose life was said to have been lost through the professional 
fastidiousness of a late president of the College of Physicians refusing 
to bleed, proclaimed the sense of the thinking public on such obsolete 
nonsense as the non-interference of physicians in other than medical 
cases; whilst Surgeons and Apothecaries are now daily and hourly 
called in to cases requiring prompt and unassisted action, in which, 
without a full knowledge of the practice of physic, they would be worse 
than useless, besides being constantly exposed to the risk of incurring 
charges of manslaughter, which it would be difficult to refute or palliate. 
Physicians themselves, however, are beginning to recognise the new 
order of things; though, from motives of a personal nature, they have 
long resisted the innovations which are working, and have worked so 
well, for the comfort and health of the community. They now depart 
somewhat from the rigid principles they formerly professed, for they fre- 
quently confer a questionable patronage upon unqualified druggists,—a\ 
practice which would have been resented by the Apothecaries of other 
times, as much as is the assumption of the modern representatives of the 
latter to advise and prescribe, by the graduated members of our several 
universities. 
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The Present Constitution of the Profession. 


Distinctive grades, however, are as much required now as in the 
infancy of the profession, Wise men will ever recognise their usefulness 
in exciting emulation, in marking attainments, and in directing respect. 
But it appears, at first view, difficult to decide npon what shall determine 
rank in a profession where all are presumed to be equal as regards 
education ; for it would be criminally unjust to the poorer citizens of a 
state, did not the government insist that in scholastic qualifications, at 
least, their medical attendants should be as well provided as the king’s 
physician. Yet between extremes of practice, common sense must 
see and say, that great differences exist; and these, on examination, 
will be found to depend upon personal character as regards industry 
and natural ability. These quslities invest fortunately-endowed indivi- 
duals with skill and experience, which, irrespective of rank or designa- 
tion, in reality give them, in public opinion, that superiority over their 
brethren they have then the right and title to assume. 

The operation, then, of this principle of relative rank is already 
dividing Practitioners of Medicine into two fundamental orders; for 
whilst Physicians, and Surgeons, and Apothecaries appear to be so 
vitally interested in the continuance of useless titles, they really are, 
by the force of a public convenience they cannot withstand, being gra- 
dually classed into Consulting and General practitioners; and that this 
division, in the end, there can be little doubt, will be the basis on which 
the reorganization of the profession will proceed. The latter designation 
has been already adopted, and the former will not be objected to, when its 
propriety is duly appreciated by those whom it more immediately con- 
cerns,—the Physicians and pure Surgeons. These must perceive that 
the name sufficiently indicates superior rank, and would distinguish 
very appropriately between the ordinary attendant in private life, whose 
living is the practice of medicine as he bas been taught, from the extra- 
ordinary adviser in difficult cases, whose character is presumed to be 
intimately connected with the progress and improvement of the science. 


On Precedence. 


Having thus endeavoured to arrive at sound conclusions upon the 
present constitution of the profession, we proceed to consider the cir- 
cumstances and situations requiring reflection and care, to preserve the 
honour and dignity of individual character when in the pursuit of 
practice. 

The question of precedence, or claims to priority of rank and con- 
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sideration, naturally suggests itself first; and after what we have 
written, and the innovations we have advocated, this requires particular 
remark. Its importance, however, as a subject of discussion, has dimi- 
nished considerably with the advance of science; and it would be little 
in accordance with the spirit of the age, to recommend observances fast 
becoming obsolete, or to dilate upon an etiquette of ceremony fallen 
into disuse. ; 

When the practice of surgery involved a connexion with a menial 
occupation, the difference of rank between a master-chirurgeon and a 
barber-surgeon, was too distinctly obvious ever to be matter of dispute. 
Society progressed, and with a propriety not to be questioned, among the 
first evidences of improvement was the separation of the ill-assorted 
professions. In the same early period, the practice of medicine exhi- 
bited a somewhat similar incongruity, physicians and apothecaries 
holding a relative position with regard to each other, identical with 
that of the pure Surgeons, and the practising barbers of those days. 
Thus are the duties of an apothecary defined by a writer of the sixteenth 
century :— 


That he neither increase nor diminish the phisicion’s bill, and kepe it for 
his owne discharge. 

That he neither buy nor sell rotten drugges. 

That he peruse often his wares, that they corrupt not. 

That he put not in guid pro quo without advysement. 

That he may open wel a vein to helpe the pleurisy. 

That he meddle only in his vocation. 

That he deleyte to reede Nicolaus, Myrepsus, Valerius Cordus, Johannes 
Placator, the Luoick, &. 

That he remember his office is only to be the phisician’s cooke. 

That he use the true measure and waight.* 


The faculty, however, by excessive fees, and expensive terms, with 
short-sighted policy, confined the study of medicine to wealthy students 
alone. A monopoly in this manner was created which the public found 
means to correct, by converting the humble apothecaries into general 
practitioners ; and, by the progress of manners, and the improvements 
in education, the poor man’s medical attendant in the course of time 
became invested with equal scientific pretensions to the proud man’s 
physician. Government has yet to confirm this social revolution by a 
wise measure of medical reform; but it has been long recognised in 
professional etiquette. Consulting and general practitioners are so ob- 
viously distinct, that common sense makes no question as to where

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homage is due. From the former superior excellence is expected, and 
to them higher responsibilities are attached. To these, then, the defer- 
ence of priority is due from those, who, confined to private practice, are 
accustomed to apply to them for information and advice in difficult or 
doubtful cases. 

So simple, yet so proper an adjustment of the right of precedence, 
in fact, recommends itself; and in the intercourse between consulting 
surgeons and general practitioners, this conventional mark of respect is 
always observed by the latter; even with less hesitation, we have re- 
marked, than the deference demanded by custom, to the graduates of our 
variously constituted universities, on the credit of diplomas, without 
reference to professional character or skill. Physicians, however, have 
really no other claims on the general practitioner's courtesy than such 
as arise from their character as special advisers. Among pure apo- 
thecaries, if any such exist, it may be otherwise ; but with the new order 
of medical men, the degrading relation arising from inferior attainments 
has ceased to exist. The possession of a diploma, in a court of law, 
or in the strict ceremonial of the palace, may invest with a certain 
rank ; but, in the profession, the etiquette of which its possessor should 
first consider, this title to precedence alone ought never to be in- 
sisted upon: in fact, good sense, and sound discrimination, have already 
determined a great majority of duly qualified physicians to waive their 
high pretensions, and to associate themselves with the general practi- 
tioner. The same feeling of conventional propriety should also operate in 
strictly surgical cases, where physicians and pure surgeons might meet 
in consultation; for the former could not consistently question the pro- 
priety of submitting in rank, where their opinion is evidently of much 
inferior consideration. 

General practitioners meeting in cases of friendly, or appointed con- 
sultations, should ever follow the good old rule of seniores priores, 
and keep in mind that courtesy always meets suspicions safely, or dis- 
arms prejudice. The progress of a spirit of forbearance among man- 
kind is evident, and in the march of intellect and manners, the pro- 
fession of medicine ought surely tu be in the van. 

But, after all, the etiquette of rank must in a great measure continue 
to be a question of taste—it will always constitute an excellent meter 
of the understanding. The most enlightened practitioner will not fail to 
be the most courteous and unassuming,—though men, apparently of very 
proper parts, will sometimes be met, who stand upon the legal rights of 
their order, and will insist upon a homage to which they have no other 
title than diplomas obtained by false pretences, or conferred by needy 
universities. These are ever the undeserving, and merit the distinction, 
when encountered, of a reference for their satisfaction to diplomas and 
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the customs of less civilized times, when strict etiquette demanded, on 
entering the chamber of the sick, that the apothecary should precede, 
followed by the surgeon, and, last of all, by the physician—the arrange- 
ment being reversed on their departure—an etiquette of precedence 
still observed, we may remark, in less enlightened states of the Con- 
tinent, 


On Professional Claims in Cases of Accident, or other Emergency. 


Not unfrequently, in the course of practice, medical men are brought 
into immediate contact, generally in cases of accident or sudden illness, 
where mutual claims appear to have been established with respect to 
the patient. This, again, constitutes an important question of medical 
etiquette and conventional right, since circumstances so infinitely 
varying defy any well-defined positive law upon the subject. The 
conclusions we have arrived at are based upon the fundamental princi- 
ple, that it is natural that the previous family attendant should on arrival 
resume his ordinary charge, which, of course, is presumed to have been 
cnly interrupted by his unavoidable absence at the time his services were 
‘ so suddenly required. No properly-minded neighbouring practitioner 
weuld refuse then to retire, although, from delicacy of feeling, the parties 
who have troubled him to attend should not urge the necessity of his 
doing so. This rule of conduct in all such cases ought to be consi- 
dered imperative; for its strict observance ensures harmony and good 
feelng among neighbouring practitioners, than which nothing more 
contzibutes to their personal dignity, or so surely commands that respect 
from the public often hazarded by the meanness or jealousy which alone 
could dictate a breach of so obviously useful a law of professional 
etique-te. 

The same principle of mutual concession requires that the family 
practitoner should abstain from any interference in whatever recom- 
pence i: offered to the stranger. In this matter the feelings of the pa- 
tient’s fiends are most concerned, and as regards the party called in, it 
is a question of taste or policy whether he make any demand for his 
services. We think a fee should not be expected as a right, although 
it would rot be inconsistent with propriety to accept one, should it be 
tendered. A good illustration was afforded in a case of this kind, sub- 
mitted to ts for our consideration, where five guineas had been enclosed 
with a very proper note from the parties accommodated. No breach of 
etiquette w& here committed by accepting the fee,—indeed it would have 
evinced comiderable affectation and false delicacy to have returned it to 
the consciettious patient. In this affair the family surgeon very pro- 
perly avoidei all interference; the accidental medical attendant retired 
when his tenporary duties ended; the patient completed the solu- 
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tion of an opportune case in point, by forwarding the fee mentioned; 
and thus all parties were satisfied and obliged. 


On Disputed Midwifery Engagements. 


It sometimes happens in midwifery engagements, especially with 
young married females, that two or even more medical practitioners 
find themselves opposed to each other, from the indecision or the ca- 
price of patients. For example, after sundry statements and explana- 
tions, possibly from the natural desire of obtaining some insight into 
character, the party retires having made a vague engagement, or a promise 
to see the practitioner again, but which ends in his not being sent for at 
all on the expected occasion. Disappointment leads to suspicion, and 
too frequently the cause is ascribed to unworthy interference on the 
part of the favoured accoucheur or his friends. Practitioners cannot be 
too careful to avoid the discredit and opprobrium that certainly attach 
to such unprofessional conduct. It is but natural that it should beso, a 
practitioner finding this species of neglect approach very near to an . 
attack upon character; for, after such an interview and consultation, the 
medical man so superseded feels that comparisons have been made not 
in his favour, and asking “‘ who is most interested in the wrong 2?” he is 
apt to consider the practitioner in attendance to have been the busy 
egent in producing the disparaging situation in which the indignant 
querist finds himself. 

But, in fact, neither the patient nor her medical attendant are so much 
to blame as the slighted parties themselves. These should have seen, 
at the first consultation, that the contract for attendance was fully un- 
derstood on both sides, and in the interval between the engasement 
and delivery, several interviews should bave taken place, and so have 
rendered almost impossible any disappointment arising from misunder- 
standing or fancied neglect. It is always advisable to represen: in the 
first instance, that the fee includes remuneration for these visits of cere- 
mony; and the little extra trouble thus incurred will be fouad to be 
amply compensated by the cunfidence and consideration whic) this at- 
tention of the practitioner is certain to secure. 

In midwifery cases, from their sudden and urgent character, it most 
frequently happens, that neighbouring practitioners encoiter each 
other in person. If this has arisen from the unavoidable absence of 
the family attendant, professional propriety requires that on his arrival, 
the one called in on the emergency should retire. A serve thus ren- 
dered ought not to be forgotten, but a return of the same kind readily 
accorded whenever an oppostunity offers. When, howeve, neither has 
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been engaged, of course the last comer must be content to retire. Sever.l 
sound legal decisions affirm that the fee in such cases may be recovered 
without the duty having been performed; the propriety of setting up 
such a claim must be left to the taste or discretion of the practitioner. 


On Consultations. 


Meeting in consultation is a subject that requires but few remarks ; 
respecting this, a proper understanding of mutual convenience has fixed 
an etiquette, more positive than usual in professional intercourse. The 
time and place of meeting being arranged, by previous agreement, a 
good opportunity is afforded the ordinary medical attendant of having a 
preliminary interview with the consulting practitioner, which is always 
advisable, and where he may comment upon and explain whatever in 
the case he may think deserving of particular attention. It is scarcely 
necessary to add, that the rigid observance of punctuality in keeping 
appointments for consultation, is obligatory upon all parties. Time, 
with most medical men, is money; and neglect is dishonest when we 
waste the property of another. 

In subsequent attendances upon the same case, the consulting prac- 
titioner should always invite or wait for the presence of the general 
practitioner, at whose suggestion or with whose consent, he had first 
been called in. It should also be an undeviating rule with the former, 
receiving patients at home, never-to interfere with the practice of ge- 
neral practitioners, by animadversions or recommendations of any kind, 
save what may be contained in the written prescription. Evidences of 
bad judgment, or improper treatment, should be considered as affording 
opportunities for a lesson on the case, and accordingly, for instruction 
and as a useful hint, the prescription should be carefully directed to 
be taken to the ordinary medical attendant. 

One other useful regulation applies to this subject, and which, from 
professional consideration and respect, ought always to be observed by 
consulting practitioners. That is, when receiving patients at home, 
_ precedence should be given to those whose usual medical attendant 
accompanies them to the consultation. By thus encroaching but 
for a short time upon the ordinary duties of general practitioners, a 
more frequent intercourse is encouraged between them and their con- 
sulting brethren. Many advantages, we are convinced, would accrue 
to the profession, if this recommendation were generally adopted and 
acted upon. 

In a former Directory we advised, that greater uniformity should be 
observed by medical men in the hours appointed for consultation at 
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home. From correspondence upon the subject, we are glad to per- 
ceive our remarks were, in a great measure, anticipated, or are admitted 
to be well calculated to constitute a useful law for public convenience. 
In a few instances, where our proposal was objected to, the reason 
offered, involved only cases of exception, which cases of course must 
characterize the rule we propose, as every other ordination of human 
origin. 

In the subjoined table of consultation hours, it will be observed, that a 
class of medical men, previonsly unmentioned, are there distinguished 
by the title of special practitioners. Very little explanation concerning 
them is required; they constitute a subdivision of the consulting class, 
and devote themselves to the practice of one branch only of medicine or 
surgery. The surgeon-aurist, the surgeon-dentist, the surgeon-oculist, 
are special practitioners, as are also all other fully qualified medical 
men, whose studies and tastes have led them to confine themselves to 
the cure or relief of some one particular disease or class of maladies, 

The appointed hours, for home consultation, that appear to have the 
recommendation of general observance among the profession, are as fol- 
low :— 

ConsuLTING PRACTITIONERS remain at home till 1 p.m. 

SpEecrAL PRACTITIONERS remain at home from 10 a.m. till 3 p.m. 

GENERAL PRACTITIONERS remain at home till 10 a.m., and in the 
evening from 6 till 8 o’clock. 

On particular and urgent occasions, of course, all are prepared to 
make appointments at other than the specified hours, and be it observed, 
consulting practitioners connected with hospitals leave home at 
12 o'clock a.m. 


On Courts- Medical. 


We cannot conclude the subject of professional etiquette, without 
alluding to the Courts-Medical recently proposed to decide upon cases 
of alleged breaches of conventional propriety among medical men. We 
shall be brief, in order that want of experience as to their operation may 
not lead us to erroneons conclusions on the subject. Their proposed 
constitution is simple enough; they consist of four arbitrators and a 
referee; and in the present condition of the profession, Courts-Medical 
we believe to be well calculated to remedy the want of a legally-estab- 
lished tribunal for the adjudication of such cases. We affirm that the 
legislature should bestow on such tribunals the power of removing dis- 
reputable members from the profession. At present the decisions of 
courts-medical possess energy only through the influence of public 
opinion ; but that, in modern times, exerts almost the weight of law, 
and, in the absence of legislative enactment, renders them efficient 
courts of appeal against unprofessional conduct.

No fees are paid for professional attendance at a police-court, unless the 
case is afterwards brought before the Central Criminal Court, or other 
court of justice; in which case a certificate must be obtained from the 
committing magistrate, and presented after the trial, at the same office 
where the fees for attending the Central Criminal Court are paid. 

A surgeon called by a police officer to attend an accident, or a person 
in a state of insensibility, has no legal claim upon any person but his 
patient, or his or her friends. lf, however, he be summoned by the 
police to a sick person at the station-house, he is entitled to 3s. 6d. for 
a visit in the day-time, and 7s., if after 9 at night. These fees are paid 
by the police authorities. 


COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS. 


Note—The College of Physicians have in the past year sent a memo- 
rial to the Home Secretary, dated Ang. 8, 1846, in which they pray that 
the Government would initiate a Bill in Parliament, to empower the Crown 
to grant a new Charter to the College, enabling it to transfer the functions 
of electing the President and the examination of the Extra-Licentiates 
from the Elects to the general body of the Corporation: to enable the 
latter to open the Fellowship to all Licentiates who pass an examination 
for the purpose; to admit as members without examination all Graduates 
of British Universities, besides those of Oxford and Cambridge ; to se- 
cure that all Physicians, practising as such in England and Wales, (re- 
serving the rights of Oxford and Cambridge) shall be required to submit 
their pretensions to the Censors’ Board; to confer the designation of M.D. 
on persons who are not graduates of any University, but who may be 
proved fitted to receive the diploma: also to invest the College with the 
right to expel members, and to change its title to that of the “ Royal 
College of Physicians of England.” 
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SOCIETY OF APOTHECARIES. 


Note.—The Society of Apothecaries desirous, that in future, a more 
summary proceeding against persons illegally practising medicine should 
be adopted than hitherto, have lately submitted for the consideration of 
certain law officers of the crown, &c. these

than an indictment could be adopted ? 

To which inquiries the Attorney and Solicitor Generals, and Mr F. 
Robinson returned the following 


ANSWERS. 

1. We think that an indictment will lie against a person who has 
practised as an apothecary without legal qualification, notwithstanding 
the particular penalty imposed by the 20th section of the Act, and the 
disability imposed by the 21st section. 

2. The indictment may be preferred in any of the ordinary criminal 
courts baving cognizance of misdemeanours committed in the county or 
place in which the party has so illegally practised, and it may be pre- 
ferred at the instance of a private prosecutor. 

3. We think it is competent for the Society of Apothecaries to prefer 
the indictment. 

4. The punishment, as in case of other misdemeanours, would be fine 
or imprisonment, or both, at the discretion of the Court. 

5. We are not aware that any more summary proceeding than an in- 
dictment can be resorted to for the punishment of persons practising as 
apothecaries without legal qualification.

J. C. CARPUE, ESQ. 


Jan. 30, 1846. In Upper Charlotte-street, Fitzroy-square, in his eighty- 
second year, Joseph Constantine Carpue, Esq., F.R.S. 

Shortly after the opening of the Brighton Railway, Mr. Carpue, who had 
then retired from public and professional life, excepting his appointment at 
the Vaccine establishment, was travelling on that railway when the fearful 
accident happened by which so many lives were sacrificed. Two of Mr. 
Carpue’s servants were killed on this occasion, and he himself was most 
seriously injured. Fora while but little hope was entertained of his recovery ; 
his sufferings were dreadful, and even when apparently cured, he still com- 
plained of great oppression at the chest, and difficulty of breathing. How far 
this accident may have laid the foundation of the disease which ultimately 
destroyed him, we are unprepared to state ; but he himself having, after it had 
occurred, expressed his firm conviction that it would be his death, he pro- 
ceeded against the company by civil action, and recovered 100/. damages. 
From that time to his death nothing was known of him by the public. He 
lived altogether retired, and free from the turmoils which. had engaged the 
greater part of a long life. 

Mr. Carpue’s contributions to the advancement of medical science were— 
1. “Description of the Muscles of the Human Body, as they appear on Dis- 
section,” 4to, Lond. 1801; 2. “ An Introduction to Electricity and Galvanism, 
with Cases showing their Effects in the Cure of Diseases,” Svo, Lond. 1803 ; 
3. “ An Account of two successful operations for restoring a lost Nose from 
the Integuments of the Forehead, with Remarks on the Nasal Operation,” 
Svo, Lond. 1816; 4. “ On the High Operation of the Stone.” He was the 
first surgeon who performed that operation in this country, and also the first 
to perform the Taliacotian operation. Asa lecturer on anatomy and sur- 
gery, his style of lecturing was peculiar, but eminently successful. 

The late Mr. Carpue made his will so far back as the year 1825, dividing 
his property into six parts, one left to his widow for life, and the rest 
amongst his five daughters, who, at their mother’s death, will take amongst 
them her share. The executors are Mrs. Carpue, the relict, and Mr. Alfred 
Turner, who have proved the will. The personal estate was taken at under 
90002. 


LEWIS HENSLEY, ESQ. 


Died at his residence, 3, Great James-street, Bedford-row, on the 27th 
Feb., 1846, in his fifty-first year. 

Mr. Hensley was born at Bath, and completed his education at Guy’s 
Hospital. During two years he filled the post of house surgeon to the 
‘“* London Infirmary for curing diseases of the eye.” In 1820, he settled 
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in Great James-street, and he was engaged in considerable practice till within 
three weeks of his decease. He had for many years been subject to asthmatic 
attacks, arising from a scirrhous affection of the lungs, which eventually 
caused his death. Mr. Hensley’s mind was imbued with a strong sense of 
the paramount importance of religious truth, and all his private and pro- 
fessional life uniformly testified its influence. His character was remark- 
able for gentleness and amiability, and a large circle of sincerely attached 
friends, both in and out of the profession, deplore the loss of his estimable 
counsel and Christian charity. 


GEORGE PEARSE, ESQ. 


George Pearse, Esq., M.R.C.S., was born at Exeter in the year 1789, 
educated at St: George’s Hospital, and commenced his profession very early 
in life as assistant-surgeon in the navy, serving on board H. M.S. San 
Joseph, Scipion, Gorgon, &&., in the Mediterranean, during the Peninsular 
war. 

Mr. Pearse then commenced a successful career of general practice in 
Westminster, holding numerous medical appointments in the district, and 
educating a large family. Apart from his profession, Mr. Pearse was uni- 
versally regretted by an extensive circle of friends and acquaintance. He 
died suddenly in the street, of rupture of the heart, Jany. 27, 1846, aged 
fifty-seven years. 


DR. JOHN J. DAVIES. 


Dr. John J. Davies died Feb. 2, 1846, aged twenty-six years, at his reai- 
dence in Finsbury-square. After a preliminary education, Dr. Davies en- 
tered at the London Hospital medical school, and prosecuted his studies, 
and his various duties with indefatigable zeal, and in such an exemplary 
manner, as to give promise of much future eminence. After passing 
his examinations at the Society of Apothecaries, and at the Royal College 
of Surgeons, he graduated at the University of London. 

In pursuing some investigations on the kidney he was frequently in 
attendance at the Fever Hospital, and during numerous post-mortem ex- 
aminations it is supposed that he impaired a constitution naturally weak, 
and this, together with previous hard study, brought on a fever, which carried 
him to the grave. Dr. Davies had the good fortune to secure the sincere 
respect of all with whom he was associated, and to retain, as friends, all 
those who were brought into any degree of intimacy with him. 


SIR G. W. LEFEVRE, KNT. 


Feb. 12. At the house of his friend, Dr. Nathaniel Grant, in Thayer- 
street, Oxford-street, in his fiftieth year, Sir George William Lefevre, Knt. 
late Physician to the British Embassy at St. Petersburg. 

He was a gentleman distinguished by honourable principles, and very 
much esteemed in the literary and intellectual circle of socicty in which he 
moved. In his practice he was as able and successful as he was disinterested. 
His first work was ‘Observations on the Nature and Treatment of the 
Cholera Morbus, now prevailing epidemically at St. Petersburg, 1831,” 8vo. 
In 1843, after his return from Russia, he published a small pamplilet, en- 
titled, ““ Thermal Comfort,” and soon after, though anonymously, his enter- 
taining “ Life of a Travelling Physician.” Sir George was also the author 
of “An Apology for the Nerves,” 8vo, published last year, a “ strange ramb- 
ling” work, which in truth, indicated a condition of nerves and 9 predisposi- 
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tion to that fatal state of mind to which we may attribute his recent 
lamentable death. 

The flightiness in nearly all these publications, combined with peculiar 
talents, furnished another proof that great wit is often too nearly allied to 
madness; and domestic unhappiness was added to the cup, which, in this 
instance, proved too powerful for reason. 

Formed by nature and education for the enjoyment of domestic felicity, 
and the unreserved confidence of friendship, he wag frustrated of both; of 
the former by the mental derangement of his lady, and the death of his 
children, and of the latter by a long residence abroad: so that on his 
return to England he found very few, if any, old friends, though known to 
and esteemed by a large circle of professional and other acquaintances. 
These disappointments, preying upon a temperament of more than ordinary 
nervous sensibility, would often cause a great dejection of spirits, from 
which, however, he would as often recover. He had resided for the last 
three years with his friend, Mr. Myers, in Lower Brook-street, and Ilat- 
terly with Dr. Grant. He at lengtheaccomplished the catastrophe which 
had been long dreaded, by taking prussic acid, and the coroner’s jury re- 
turned a verdict of “ temporary insanity.” 

The will of Sir G. Lefevre has been proved by his executors and trustees, 
Orlando Newman, and G. W. Mackmurdo, Esqrs. The personal property 
in England was sworn under 6000/7. He left to his trustees all his pro- 
perty in St. Petersburg, and in England or elsewhere, in trust, to pay a 
legacy of 500/. to Miss Catherine Newman, and after satisfying all demands 
on his estate, to invest remainder and apply annual income for the sole use 
of his wife for life, and at her decease, in trust, for his brothers, the Rev. C. 
F. Lefevre and H. B. Lefevre, Esq., equally. . 


JAMES MORRAH, ESQ. 


James Morrah was born at Strangford, in Ireland, in the year 1775. 

He began practice in the house of his elder brother, at Worthing, and 
remained with him until 1810, when, acting on the advice of his friends, he 
removed to town, and fixed his residence in Chelsea. 

In 1820 he became intimately connected with the late Mr. Haden, of 
Sloane-street, by whom he was much esteemed, and to whose extensive 
practice he ultimately succeeded. His powers of observation were acute, and 
his perseverance was untiring; he was, therefore, singularly successful as @ 
practitioner, and while highly valued as such by those who sought his ser- 
vices, he was much respected—often consulted—and unenvied by his less 
fortunate professional brethren. It is a remarkable circumstance that, in 
the course of his long experience, he “never lost a midwifery case.” He 
filled the office of President of the Associated Surgeon-Apothecaries of Eng- 
land and Wales for several years, and was actively engaged in the exercise 
of a laborious profession until within a short period of his decease. 

It is a task as easy as it is agreeable to have to pourtray a character, the 
features of which are so marked, few, and undistorted. Honesty, and 2a 
stoic inflexibility of purpose, together with a natural indifference to every 
thing unworthy, and simple kindliness of heart, are the characteristics by 
which James Morrah will beremembered by all who had the happinees to 
know him. 

He died of carcinomatous disease of the liver and kidney, on the 26th 
February, 1846.

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DR. PINCKARD. 


On the 10th of March, 1846, at 18, Bloomsbury-square, Richard Pinckard, 
Esq., M.D. He graduated at Caius College, Cambridge, as M.B. and M.D. ; 
and after having studied his profession in the best Medical Schools in Lon- 
don, Edinburgh, and Paris, he was, on the 28th of March, 1831, elected a 
Fellow of the Royal College of Physicians in London. 

When the cholera raged in London in 1831, he held the office of Physi- 
cian to the temporary Hospital in St. Giles’s, Bloomsbury, a duty o painful, 
that whilst he was going through one room only, it was not uncommon to 
find the first patient he had visited in it dead before he had completed the 
round. - 

In 1835 he was elected Physician to the Bloomsbury Dispensary. 

He discharged the duties of these appointments in an efficient and com- 

assionate manner, the latter of which a painful complaint compelled him, 

1845, to relinquish. For many years he was a Director of the Clerical, 
Medical, and General Life Assurance Society. 

Upright principles and sound judgment, with kindness of heart, marked 
his general conduct. As a Physician, he showed carefulness and anxiety 
for the welfare of his patients, with a most happy freedom from assumption 
or affectation of manner. 

He endured with exemplary patience years of extreme suffering, and 
carly in his career, at the age of forty-three, his friends have to lament him, 
beloved and respected. 


HONORATUS LEIGH THOMAS, F.R.S. 


This gentleman expired on the 26th of June, at Belmont, Torquay, Devon, 
in the 7&th year of his age. Mr. Thomas was the oldest member of the 
Council of the Royal College of Surgeons, of which institution he had been 
twice elected president. Mr. Thomas married a daughter of the celebrated 
Cruikshank, the author of the “ Anatomy of the Absorbing Vessels.” For 
the last few years he had withdrawn entirely from the profession. Although 
not a man of shining ability as a surgeon, he acquired the esteem and 
respect of all those who were acquainted with him. In the Library of the 
College is an excellent painting, which is allowed to have been a very good 
likeness of the deceased. 


DR. BOSTOCK. 


John Bostock was the only child of Dr. John Bostock of Liverpool, who, 
after passing through his education with great credit, graduated at Edin- 
burgh in 1769, and dedicated his thesis, ‘De Arthritide,” to Dr. Cullen, 
with whom he was a favourite pupil. After taking an honorary degree at 
Leyden, he entered upon a bright, but very brief, career of practice, being 
cut off by an acute disease at an early age, in 1774; thus disappointing 
the sanguine hopes which Dr. Cullen, and his other friends, had formed of 
his mature exertions in the promotion of medical science, from the assiduity 
with which he cultivated them.* In 1771, he had married the daughter of 
John Ashton, Esq., a merchant of Liverpool, who is worthy of notice as 
having projected and executed the first navigable canal in this island. 

The subject of the present memoir was born in 1773. In early life, he had 
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devoted himself to his father’s profession ; and his determination was con- 
firmed by attending a course of lectures on chemistry, delivered by Dr. 
Priestley. In the autumn of 1794, he went to Edinburgh, where, under the 
immediate tuition of Dr. Black, Dr. Munro, and Dr. Hope, he became imbued 
with an enthusiastic love of science, more particularly as connected with 
physiology and the practice of medicine. During his residence at the uni- 
versity, he was elected one of the Presidents of the Medical Society, and 
had the good fortune to form an intimate acquaintance with some indivi- 
duals who have since acquired merited celebrity. Among others, we may 
particularise Dr. Thomas Young, Dr. Marat, Professor De la Rive, and Dr. 
Roget, the present able Secretary of the Royal Society. Having graduated 
at Edinburgh, he settled in his native town, Liverpool, where he was dis- 
tinguished by a successful practice, and by the most active encouragement 
of the local charities and literary institutions. He was elected Physician to 
the Infirmary, and, with the late Dr. Currie, took an active part in planning 
and establishing the Fever Hospital. In conjunction with the late Mr. 
Roscoe, he projected the Botanic Gardens, and also assisted in the for- 
mation of the Royal Institution, where he delivered the first course of 
lectures, the subject being Physiology. Dr. Bostock removed to London in 
1817, being mainly influenced by the increased facilities afforded by the 
metropolis for the prosecution of his favourite study, and for enjoying the 
-society of his scientific friends. To those already mentioned, he was now 
enabled to add the illustrious names of Davy and Wollaston. Here, he en- 
tirely renounced the practice of physic, and devoted himself entirely to 
literary and scientific pursuits. Shortly after his removal, he edited, with 
Mr. Aikin, for two. years, “‘ The Annals of Philosophy ;” and he succeeded 
his friend Dr. Marat as Lecturer on Chemistry at Guy’s Hospital, an office 
which he held for several years. 

Prior to this period, Dr. Bostock had contributed many important articles 
to Brewster’s Encyclopedia, and to most of the leading journals; and he 
now proceeded to publish his “‘ Elementary System of Physiology ;” a work 
of great importance, and containing the first connected view of the science 
that had been put forward in this country, the third and last edition of 
which was published in 1837. At the request of Dr. Bright, he entered 
upon a series of experiments, the results of which were published in his 
‘* Medical Reports.” After the completion of his Physiology, Dr. Bostock 
projected a new translation of “ Pliny’s Natural History,” to be accom- 
panied with notes; and, in 1828, he printed for private distribution, as a 
specimen of the work, the jirst and thirty-first books. He subsequently 
devoted a considerable portion of his leisure to this work; and had he 
lived, we believe that, at no very distant period, he intended giving to the 
public the result of his labours in a completed translation. In the year 
1828, Dr. Bostock was applied to by the Commissioners appointed by Par- 
liament to inquire into the state of the supply of water tp the metropolis, to 
analyse specimens of water taken from different parts of the Thames ; and he 
has, since that time, made various analyses at the request of private compa- 
nies or of individuals. In 1830, Dr. B. visited Paris with his family, chiefly 
for the purpose of the education of his children, and after spending eighteen 
months abroad, he returned to London in the Autumn of 1881, and re- 
sumed his former occupations. He now wrote for the Cyclopedia of Prac- 
tical Medicine the articles ‘“ Pulse,” “ Morbid States of the Urine,” and the 
first part of a ‘“‘ History of Medicine,” which forms the introduction to that 
valuable work. For the Cyclopedia of Anatomy and Physiology he wrote 
the articles “ Absorption,” “‘ Albino,” and “ Digestion.” But it is not pos- 
sible, in a brief memoir, to enumerate the titles even of all his separate pub- 
lications, to say nothing of his contributions to the Cyclopedias and leading 
journals of London and Edinburgh. 
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Since his residence in London, Dr. Bostock had been associated with most 
of the scientific bodies there, and had taken an active share in the manage- 
ment of many. In 1821, he was President of the Geolegical Society; in 
1882, one of the Vice-presidents of the Royal Society ; and he was several 
times on the councils of the Linnaan, Zoological,’ Horticultural, and Medico- 
Chirurgical Societies, as well as of the Royal Society of Literature. 

In a word, Dr. Bostock may be said to have held a prominent position 
among those distinguished men, who have in our day united their energies 
for the advancement of medical and physiological science. 

In private life, no one was more respected or beloved. He was at all 
times equally ready to impart the overflowings of his sensitive and affec- 
tionate heart, and the waried stores with which his intelligent mind 
abounded. He died after a short but severe illness, on the 6th of August, in 
his 74th year. 


THOMAS JACKSON, ESQ. 


Thomas Jackson, the son of John and Martha Jackson, was born on the 
9th of February, 1771, at his father’s place, in Norton, Cheshire. 

Mr. Jackson was gazetted assistant-surgeon of the 14th Regiment, on 
the 11th of September, 1797, and was promoted to the surgeoncy of the 
same eorps on the 17th June, 1800. Mr. Jackson served at the reduction of 
Grenada, in 1796, from the revolted Negroes; at the capture of Marti- 
nique, from the French; and the expedition to Porto Rico, against the 
Spaniards; and in Demerara, in 1797. He accompanied his regiment, with 
the army under Lord Cathcart, to Germany, in 1808 and 1806, and was 
present at the taking of the Isle of France, in 1810, and also of Java, from 
the Dutch, in 1811, including the whole of the operations. In 1812, he was 
present at the siege and capture of Yugyacarta, in the interior of Java, and, ~ 
in June, 1813, at the assault and destruction of the piratical forts of 
Sambas, in the Island of Borneo, in 1830; Nepaul campaign, in 1817, and 
the assault and capture of Hattras, in 1817 and 1818; also the whole of 
the Pindaree campaign in the centre of India. 

Mr. Jackson retired on half-pay in 1826, and died, at his residence in 
Baker-street, on the 27th of August, 1846, of a general break-up of the 
constitution, which no medical assistance could arrest. 

Mr. Jackson was universally beloved and respected by every one who had 
the pleasure of knowing him, and he had acquired a handsome fortune, 
which he left to his widow and children. 


GEORGE LANGSTAFF, ESQ. 


Ir is with deep regret that we have to record the death of an eminent 
surgeon and pathologist, Mr. Langstaff. 

Mr. George Langstaff was born at Richmond, in Yorkshire, about the 
year 1780, and after receiving his preliminary education in that town, he 
visited London, for the purpose of completing his medical studies. Admira- 
tion for the surgical ability of Mr. Abernethy led him to seek instruction in 
St. Bartholomew's Hospital, where he soon distinguished himself by his love 
of observation, and his zealous investigation of the phenomena of disease. 
His interest in the study of morbid action would seem to have been only in- 
creased by the death of his patient, for he diligently sought every opportunity 
of verifying the result of his observation by a careful examination of the 
diseased organs, and of determining the traces impressed by discase on the 
human frame. An early interest in natural history, and particularly in 
zoology, was also excited in his mind, by the opportunities afforded by

several voyages to the East and West Indies. He never failed, in the course- 
of those voyages, to pursue every object which natural history unfolded ; and 

at that early period of his career, he began to form a collection of whatever 

curious and interesting specimens chanced to fall in his way. It was during 

a voyage to the East Indies that he made some observations on the cause of 
the luminosity of the ocean. 

Mr. Langstaff passed the examination of the College of Surgeons in 1804, 
and subsequently established himself in practice im the parish of St. Giles, 
Cripplegate. In 1813, he received the appointment of surgeon to the parish 
workhouse, an office which he retained until within a few years of his death. 
That institution supplied him with abundant means of pursuing practical 
surgery, and was the chief source from which he derived the numerous 
valuable morbid specimens which enriched his museum. 

As a morbid anatomist, Mr. Langstaff was indefatigable; no difficulties, 
no inconvenience, no expense, could in the slightest degree alter his deter- 
mination to prosecute a post-mortem investigation where the case had pre- 
sented any points of obscurity, or where he conceived that some useful illus- 
tration could be obtained. In a large and poor parish like that of St. Giles, 
Cripplegate, swarming with Irish labourers, those pursuits were not unat- 
tended with danger, and more than once, himself and his pupils have been 
known to make their way through angry groups of Irish, armed with knives 
for the purpose of resisting their progress. On one occasion an occurrence 
of this nature had nearly proved fatal to him, but the preparation was se- 
cured, and the recollection of the danger was soon forgotten. 

With the energy of character which Mr. Langstaff possessed, added to the 
diligent pursuit of everything relating to the practical part of his profession, 
it will not be matter of surprise that he should have succeeded in acquiring 
@ large practice and considerable reputation. He spent his mornings at 
home until one o’clock, and passed the rest of the day in visiting patients, 
being often engaged in this occupation until a late hour at night. The 
ample means of instruction at his disposal served as an inducement to 
parents to desire that their sons should be brought up in his establishment. 
Hence he had a constant succession of house-pupils and apprentices, by 
whom the more laborious duties of the parish practice and workhouse were 
performed. In his eldest son, who was cut off by death in the flower of 
manhood, he had also a valuable assistant. 

Mr. Langstaff was a good surgeon, and a steady and successful operator. 
He had the credit of being the first to call the attention of the profession 
to that peculiar condition of the extremities of the nerves in an amputated 
limb, which he termed “ ganglionated ;” and he proposed to remedy this 
morbid change by drawing out the nerve from the face of the amputated 
limb, and dividing it as high up as possible. In this way he hoped to pre- 
vent the irritation of the extremity of the nerve, resulting from its contact 
with the bone and integument, when the muscles and adipose tissue had 
become absorbed. He possessed several preparations in his collection which 
illustrated this change in the nerves, and their frequent adhesion to the 
extremity of the bone. 

Mr. Langstaff was elected a fellow of the Royal Medical and Chirurgical 
Society in 1814, and communicated to that body the following papers, which 
were published in the Society’s Transactions :— 

1812, Vol. iii—A Case of Fungus Hematodes. 

1817, Vol. viii—A Case of Fungus Hematodes, with Observations ; to 

which is added an Appendix, by William Lawrence, Esq. 

18380, Vol. xvi.—Practical Observations on the Healthy and Morbid Con- 

dition of Stumps. 

1832, Vol. xviii—A Case of Polypus of the Uterus. 

1833, Vol. xviii.—History of a Case of Medullary Sarcoma which affected 
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several important Viscera; with a Description of the Morbid Ap- 
pearances which were observed on Dissection. 

Besides these papers, Mr. Langstaff communicated several articles to the 
LANCET. 

The estimation in which Mr. Langstaff was held by his personal friends 
may be judged of by the following remarks from the pen of Mr. Macilwain, 
a gentleman who had ample opportunity of appreciating the character of 
the subject of our memoir :— 

“ It must be about thirty years since I first became acquainted with Mr. 
Langstaff; and for about sixteen years subsequently, I was in the habit of 
seeing him constantly, and conversing with him on pathological subjects. 
After that, time, distance, and other circumstances, (whilst they left our 
friendship unimpaired,) prevented our seeing much of each other. 

‘“ Mr. Langstaff evinced a zeal in the prosecution, and a perception of the 
proper relations of morbid anatomy, seldom equalled, and at the time I first 
knew him, very unusual, if not unique. He seldom attached much value to 
the mere preparation of the disease ; in almost every case, it was accom- 
panied by an ample history ; it was not a mere curiosity, or even a piece of 
natural history, but part of a pathological induction. 

‘‘ At the time of our frequent intercourse, Mr. Langstaff worked harder 
than any man I knew. He had a good and increasing reputation. No- 
minally, he was 8 general practitioner, and took a little midwifery also ; 
but he had such a morning practice at home, that he could, if he had chosen, 
have realized an ample income'without going out. He had, however, a 
somewhat large visiting practice besides, and yet he was constantly devoting 
every spare hour to the examination of bodies, putting up preparations, and 
other matters connected with his museum. 

‘* Eminently hospitable and social in his disposition, and therefore passing 
many hours with his friends, still the pathological proceedings of the 
moment were always largely the subject of conversation. The prevailing 
character of his mind was exhibited in its constant tendency to test every- 
thing by its practical application, guided by the rules of plain common sense. 
In short, there seemed nothing likely to impede Mr. Langstaff’s progress to 
fame and fortune but that which, superficially regarded, might have ap- 
peared calculated to advance both, but which, practically, did not add to 
the one, whilst I fear that it greatly damaged the other. I allude to his too 
great devotion to his museum. I have often witnessed his reluctance to be 
interrupted by the calls of practice, and, in spite of friendly remonstrances to 
the contrary, I have known him keep his patients waiting an unreasonably 
long time, until some became tired and went away, while he was pursuing 
an interesting dissection in the museum. 

“‘ The increase in the number of his preparations accruing from this un- 
seasonable devotion of his time to its objects, had an injurious effect on the 
collection itself. Exclusively pathological in its beginning, (with the excep- 
tion of some specimens of natural history which he brought from the West 
Indies and other places,) he became fond of collecting specimens of com- 
parative anatomy, as such, and of accumulating preparations of morbid 
anatomy, without reference to their pathological bearings. This habit neces- 
sarily occupied time, while it deteriorated the character of his museum, and 
produced a change in the practical direction of his mind; for, however use- 
ful in a medical school, for the purpose of familiarizing students with morbid 
appearances, such preparations may be, they are useless to the advanced 
pathologist. 

“It would be difficult to overrate Mr. Langstaff’s zeal as a pathologist, 
nor can those who are only acquainted with the formation of a museum as it 
is conducted in hospitals (where the drudgery falls upon pupils, or upon a 
paid curator) estimate the time, the labour, and the health, requisite for 
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organizing a museum in private life, when the greater part of the specimens 
are to be obtained from private practice, or from the little varied and other- 
wise limited products of a workhouse. 

‘* In disposition, Mr. Langstaff was highly amiable. I never saw any one 
who appeared more ready to communicate information, and the performance 
of an act of kindness seemed to give him a real pleasure. 

“ The review of Mr. Langstaff’s life is very useful and instructive. It 
teaches us, that under the most unfavourable circumstances, and in the pur- 
suit of a line of practice peculiarly opposed to high pathological study, in 
consequence of the diversity and exacting nature of its avocations, a man 
may obtain an amount of knowledge seldom equalled.” 

The consequences of Mr. Langstaff’s excessive devotion to his museum, 

and the resulting neglect of the calls made upon his attention by practice, 
began to be apparent towards the latter years of his life. The possibility of 
a reduction of income had probably never crossed his own mind ; and if sug- 
gested by his friends, his hopes were propped by the reflection that his 
museum still remained to fall back upon—that museum which, in bare ex- 
penditure for alcohol and glass, had cost him thousands of pounds, and 
which, moreover, contained specimens of disease beyond price in a scientific 
point of view. In the preface to his published catalogue, he observes—* The 
preparations themselves have been put up at great cost, and at a consider- 
able sacrifice of time, since every specimen was prepared by my own hands, 
and aad which had become turbid in the course of years have been re- 
stored.” ; 
- The moment was not long in arriving when the value of this museum to 
its possessor was to be put to the test. “I had long entertained the hope,” 
he remarks, “that my collection might be preserved entire, throngh the 
liberality of some of the important medical institutions of this enlightened 
country ; but that hope has long since been dissipated ; and I was induced, 
some years since—I must confess with much reluctance—to part with cer- 
tain portions ; and, more recently, I have yielded rather to the importunity 
of friends than to my own wishes in offering for sale by public auction the 
remainder. Of the preparations removed from my collection, two hundred 
and fifty-seven, illustrative of morbid and comparative structure, were pur- 
chased by the Council of the College of Surgeons of London for the Hun- 
terian Museum; a hundred and seventeen were added to the Anatomical 
Museum of the Leeds Medical School; a considerable number were trans- 
ferred to the Anatomical Collection of the Aldersgate-street Medical School ; 
and some were purchased by Dr. Grant, of University College.” 

In 1841, Mr. Langstaff commenced his arrangements for the sale of the 
remainder of his collection ; and for this purpose was aided by one of his old 
pupils, Mr. Erasmus Wilson, in the preparation of a catalogue ratsonnée, 
which reached an extent of 518 pages, and formed a thick octavo book. In 
this work there is an account of 2380 preparations illustrative of normal, 
abnormal, and morbid structures, human and comparative. The nature of 
the catalogue may be best inferred from the following quotation from its 
preface :—“‘ Of all the preparations which I have collected, I have preserved 
@ careful description, which extends to the history of the case, the medical 
treatment, with its results, collatera] circumstances of importance, and to the 
pathological appearances observed on the post-mortem examination. This 
history occupies ten thick folio volumes, and is too bulky for publication 
entire. The present catalogue is a brief abstract of those volumes; and I 
fear that, in some instances, it may be urged against me, that still greater 
brevity might have been observed with advantage. In this, however, I must 
claim the indulgence of my readers, and beg of them to regard with 
clemency the interest with which a collector always views the circumstances 
attending upon his acquisitions.” 
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The catalogue being finished, the preparations were transferred to the 
anction-rooms of Mr. Stevens, in Covent-garden. The sale commenced ; 
and, to Mr. Langstaff’s chagrin and disappointment, many of the prepara- 
tions sold at prices less than the original cost of the glass and spirit. With 
the hope of averting the sacrifice, the sale was suspended. But now another 
evil presented itself—the collection was too bulky and too fragile to be 
moved without difficulty ; while, on the other hand, the rent of the rooms 
would each day be diminishing its proceeds. In this dilemma, application 
was made to the council of the College of Surgeons, who consented to 
receive the collection, and purchase such of the preparations as were suit- 
able for the Hunterian Museum. The sum given by the College was very 
small, and another and a smaller sum was offered for the remainder of the 
collection. 

Such was the honour and the reward of the devotion of a life and 
fortune to science. The disappointment naturally preyed upon Mr. Lang- 
staff’s mind, and weakened his constitution; and his death, which took 
place at his house in New Basinghall-street, on the 13th of August, was un- 
doubtedly hastened by this sad blight of his expectations and hopes.— 
Lancet. 


JOHN SCOTT, ESQ. 


Mr. John Scott was born in 1798, and was the only son of Mr. Scott, of 
Bromley, a gentleman well known and deservedly respected, as one of the 
moet successful general practitioners of his day. 

In the extensive field afforded by his father’s practice, Mr. John Seott 
early imbibed a taste for the surgical branch of our profession, and pro- 
bably also, in the same school he gained that confidence in the resources 
of his art, which, in after years, characterized him as a practical surgeon. 

The commencement of Mr. John Scott’s education was conducted at a 
private school, at Seven-Oaks, whence he was sent to the Charter-House, 
where he displayed much of the spirit and energy which marked his subse- 
quent career; and upon leaving that establishment, he was apprenticed 
to the late Sir Wm. Blizard, then the senior Surgeon to the London 
Hospital. 

Every advantage, which a youthful seeker after professional information 
could require, was now open to him, and most eagerly did he use his oppor- 
tunities for gaming knowledge. 

After obtaining the diplomas of the Royal College of Surgeons and the 
Apothecaries’ Society, Mr. John Scott settled at Bromley, to share his 
father’s lucrative practice, and he very shortly after formed 2 matrimonial 
alliance with Miss St. John, the daughter of a church dignitary of that 
name. 

Though most men would have esteemed themselves fortimate in possessing 
a part of so large a practice as that of Mr. Scott, of Bromley, the restless, 
energetic, and ambitious mind of Mr. John Scott could only find a suitable 
expanse for its exercise in our great metropolis, and he accordingly soon 
after took up his residence in New Broad-street. Here his practice increased 
to a considerable amount, with a rapidity, perhaps, unequalled by that of 
any other consulting surgeon of his age. His father’s name procured him 
many excellent patients, and his high professional qualifications—his un- 
tiring zeal, and scientific and dexterous application of his father’s mode of 
treating ulcers and diseased jointa, grafted as it was upon a sound profes- 
sional education, enabled him to surpass his father even on his own ground, 
and to take a high position both with the profession and the public. 

Soon after he came to London, Mr. Scott was engaged in two very active 
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canvasees—one for the office of assistant-surgeen to the London Hospital 
and the other for an appointment to the Ophthalmic Hospital in Moorfields ; 
in the former, though defeated by a long previous camvass on the part of | 
his opponent in the first instance, on a second vacancy occurring soon after, 
he was elected without opposition; in the latter, after a very flerce contest 
with a senior candidate, possessing very powerful city interest, he gained 
the day—his triumph being on thie occasion due partly to his great activity, . 
and partly te the opinion held by the governors that he was the more 
talented and useful man of the two; he was also soon after this, appointed 
lecturer on surgery at the Medical School of the London Hospital. 

We now see Mr. John Scott possessed of all that a young aspirant for - 
fame and fortune could desire, attached to two of the principal hospitals in 
Lendon, a public teacher, and in the enjoyment of a luerative and rapidly 
increasing practice. As years rolied on, many of his moet ambitious hopes 
were realized; he for some time possessed the largest city practice in Lon- 
don ; he performed some of the most formidable operations in surgery with 
success, and obtained a high reputation as a bold and successful surgeon ; 
but, whilst in the prime of manhood, insidious disease commenced its. 
ravages, and though he struggled hard against it for some years, at length 
prevailed, when yet only in his forty-eighth year. He elung to his several 
appointments with a remarkable tenacity, and performed their labours, 
although disease and weakness rendered such efforts painful to himself and 
others, and only resigned them one by one, when his prolonged absence 
from their duties rendered his resignation almost imperative. 

We shall now proceed to take a brief survey of Mr. John Scott’s character © 
as a surgeon, 8 teacher, an author, and a man. 

As a surgeon he was distinguished by remarkable rapidity in diagnosis, 
and much decision and energy in treatment; having once formed an 
opinion, he never wavered in the plan to be pursued, or allowed his feelings . 
for the patient to modify in the least degree the severest treatment his 
judgment dictated. A case seldom lingered under his hands, though it must 
be owned that when he failed to ameliorate, he often aggravated the con- 
dition of his patient. As an operator he was bold but not cool, and rapid 
without being dexterous. He aimed too much at a coup de main, and 
sometimes used force when manceuvre would have succeeded. He was, we 
believe, the first in England to perform the bold operation of removing the 
superiur maxillary bone for disease of the antrum; this he did successfully, 
though discouraged by his senior colleagues. As a public lecturer he was 
verbose, and had much mannerism. As a clinical instructor, he was far 
more successful; and he commented with much clearness and spirit uporm 
his cases, and explained very graphically the principles upon which he 
acted. He was the first to set forth and exhibit to the profession, both 
theoretically and practically, the immense advantage to be derived from 
mechanical support in every variety of chronic disease ; and he was the best 
applier of strapping and bandaging in England, both as regards rapidity 
and perfect adaptation of the amount of pressure suitable for the particular - 
case—a skill which is only to be acquired by long experience and careful 
obeervation; for his exposition of this, the profession ‘owe him a deep debt 
of gratitude, which they will be the more willing to pay as they learn 
experimentally the value of the plan he was the first to inculcate, both in 
his work on the Diseases of the Joints, and in his lectures. As an author he 
could not, however, expect to be very successful, being neither an extensive 
reader, a close reasoner, nor a deep thinker. 

In his private character, he was justly respected as a man of honour and 
strict integrity; bat his uncertain and irritable temper, aggravated, perhaps, 
latterly by disease, rendered his manner to his patients, and even to his 
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friends, repulsive and overbearing ; though when he was pleased few could 
be more agreeable: he always seemed fond of children, and deeply regretted 
his having no family. 

Mr. John Scott has left a widow, a father, and a sister to mourn his logs ; 
the latter is the mother of a large family. 

He died rich, and, after leaving a jointure to his widow, bequeathed the 
bulk of his property to charities, entirely omitting those by which he rose to 
eminence, and chiefly selecting those of an evangelical order.—Med. Times. 


DR. NEVINSON. 


This able Physician, who for many years enjoyed a high reputation, was 
the son of Mr. Charles Nevinson, of Saville-row, one of the leading General 
Practitioners of his day, who died in 1814. 

Charles Dalston Nevinson, the subject of this memoir, was born on the 
23rd of November, 1773, and received his early education at the school of 
Dr. Rose, at Chiswick, continuing at that establishment when it was 
removed to Fair-lawn House, Hammersmith, by Dr. Charles Burney, 
Dr. Rose’s son-in-law. On leaving school, he was apprenticed to his 
father; but he soon determined on preparing for practice as a physician, 
and entered as a Medical Student at Emanuel College, Cambridge. There, 
after attending the lectures of Sir Busick Harwood, Professor of Anatomy, 
he in one course graduated as Bachelor, and afterwards Doctor, of Medi- 
cine. He established himself in Bolton-street, until 1801; when, on his 
marriage to Mary, the widow of Charles Moody, Esq., of Coopersall, near 
Epping, he removed to Somerset-street. Here he lived several years, and 
had a son, who died in 1809, at the age of five years. His wife met with a 
most melancholy end, being run over by a gig, in Portman-square, and 
killed upon the spot. This affliction for a time overpowered his reason, and 
excited much public sympathy. 

Dr. Nevinson afterwards moved to Montagu-square; and in October, 
1822, married Juliana, daughter of Sir Thomas Barret Lennard, of Belkin, 
in the county of Essex, by whom he had one child, a son, who died in 
infancy. 

His death took place on the 12th of August, 1846, after an illness of the 
most lingering and painful character. For the last three months, he had 
been unable to swallow any solid food, and for eight or ten days before his 
decease he took only water. Mr. Keate and Dr. Chambers attended him to 
the last, with all the assiduity of old friendship. 

For the professional character of Dr. Nevinson, we have not the war- 
ranty of books or published lectures. Enjoying until latterly a moet ex- 
tensive practice, he had little time for authorship; and although for five and 
twenty years Physician to St. George’s Hospital,—namely, from the 21st of 
March, 1800, to the 2nd of March, 1825,—yet, in his time, clinical teach- 
ing was comparatively in its infancy, and few London Physicians aimed at 
distinction through its means. His contest for the appointment at St. 
George’s caused avery general excitement, and even Royalty is said to have 
taken a marked interest in the result. Dr. Wollaston, the physician and 
philosopher, was the only competitor of Dr. Nevinson who came to the 
poll; but the latter was successful, by a majority of 111 to077. This was 
on the retirement of Dr. Baillie, whose pupil he had been, and with whom, 
as with Dr. Pelham Warren, Dr. Pemberton, and Dr. Currie, he was on 
terms of the greatest intimacy. Few have ever more thoroughly and 
extensively secured the confidence of the aristocratic class of patients than 
Dr. Nevinson. Highly educated, both generally and professionally, and 
having early the advantage of hospital experience, he was looked up to 
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with respect and deference by most of his juniors in the profession, who 
consulted him very generally ; while his polished and dignified manner, 
coupled with brilliant conversational powers, made him a constant favourite 
with most of the patients to whom he had once been introduced. In one 
strange drawback to. popularity, he stood almost alone. So great was his 
liberality, that wherever he suspected the means of a patient to be but 
scanty, no consideration would induce him to take a fee; and this delicacy, 
perhaps excessive, and no doubt at times misapplied, would occasionally 
hurt the purse-pride of the sick, and now and then give offence to the 
medical attendant in ordinary. Taking him, however, for all in all, it 
would be difficult to point out, for the imitation of his brethren, a more 
perfect model of the finished gentleman and profoundly-skilled physician. 


DR. GEORGE REES,. 


Died at 5, Euston-square, Dec. 7th, in the 71st year of his age, Dr. George 
Rees. For nearly forty years he was a Member of the Royal College of Phy- 
sicians. 

He was formerly Physician to the Finsbury, and subsequently to the Lon- 
don Dispensary ; Founder of Pembroke House Lunatic Asylum, Hackney, and 
late Medical Superintendent of the Cornwall Lunatic Asylum, Bodmin. 
Author of “ Practical Observations on Disorders of the Stomach ;” “ A Treatise 
on Hemoptysis, showing the good effects of Emetics in that Disease ; ” « Lec- 
tures on Carbon, Oxygen, and Vitality,” delivered at the Mechanics’ Institu- 
tion, Southampton-buildings, in 1831 and 1832. In the works he published, 
as especially in his Treatise on Hemoptysis, and his Lectures on Carbon, 
Oxygen, and Vitality, are recorded opinions of great boldness and origin- 
ality, which have since derived additional value from the experience and 
scientific investigation of subsequent authors. He was gifted with natural. 
talents of the highest order, and with a facility of apprehension, and correct 
decision, deserving the name of genius. Many still living can remember 
his animated and eloquent addresses at the various medical societies of the 
metropolis. His disposition was highly sociable; his manners most agree- 
able and attractive. Few men had met with greater vicissitudes in life ; 
but through every change of circumstances his natural amiability and bene- 
volence remained unchangeable. The excitement of addressing a public 
meeting on the cruelty of solitary imprisonment, three days previously to his 
death, apparently induced the attack of apoplexy whieh proved fatal in 
a few hours. He was a warm-hearted philanthropist—a zealous friend—a 
most affectionate father. 


DR. GEORGE MANN BURROWS. 


George Mann Burrows was born in May 1771, at Chalk, near Gravesend, 
in which locality his family had resided for nearly two centuries. He had 
the double misfortune of losing his father when quite a child, and of being 
an only son of a widowed mother. His early education was obtained at 
the Grammar, or King’s School, Canterbury, from which, however, accord- 
ing to the custom of that period, he was removed in his 16th year, and then 
apprenticed to Mr. Richard Thompson, a surgeon of considerable reputation 
and extensive practice at Rochester. In the year 1793, he came to London, 
and went through the regular course of studies at Guy’s and St. Thomas's 
Hospitals; and, having been admitted a member of the College of Surgeons, 
and of the Society of Apothecaries, he established himself in general prac- 
tice, first in Hatton Garden, and, in the year 1302, removed to Bloomsbury 
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Square, where he continued to pursue this branch of the profession up to 
1815. Having been long impressed with the conviction that a large num- 
ber of persons were practising medicine without having any sufficient know- 
ledge to guide them, and without having given any proof of their capabi- 
lities, the subject of this memoir, in the year 1612, in conjuaction with 
many other respectable practitioners, organised the Association of Surgeon- 
Apothecaries of England and Wales. The great object of this Association, 
as stated in their memorial te the College of Physicians, “was to improve 
the education, and render more respectable their own body.” The Asso- 
ciation applied for “the parental advice” of the College of Physicians in 
framing a proposed legislative enactment, and imvited the President and 
Censors of that College to form a part of a superintending body over the 
general practitioners; but the College authorities replied, “that they could 
not give any advice or assistance to them on the occasion.” 

The assiduity, energy of character, and sound judgment, displayed by Dr. 
Burrows in conducting the affairs of this Association, soon obtained for him 
the confidence of his associates, and he was elected chairman of the Asso- 
ciation. In this capacity he served the cause for three years with untiring 
zeal, much to the detriment of his private interests, and to the injury of his 
health. Upon the passing of the well-known “ Apothecaries’ Act,” in 
1815, the Association warmly expressed their thanks to their chaitr- 
man, and begged his acceptance of 500 guineas as some compensation for 
the time devoted to their service. It was always a source of much regret to 
Dr. Burrows, that the College of Physicians, “the recognised head of the 
medical profession,” declined taking a part in the examinations appointed 
under the provisions of the Act of 1815. When the administration of this 
act was confided to the Society of Apothecaries, Dr. Burrows was appointed 
one of the members of the First Court of Examiners of that Society. From 
this board, however, he very soon retired. He had the satisfaction of living 
long enough to witness a gratifying improvement in the attainments of the 
general practitioners throughout the empire, and corresponding advances in 
the medical education of all classes of the profession, which might in great 
measure be fairly attributed to the judicious regulations promulgated from 
time to time by the Court of Examiners appointed by the Society of Apo- 
thecaries according to the act of 1815. 

In January 1814, Dr. Burrows, in conjunction with Dr. Anthony Todd 
Thomson and the late Mr. Royston, commenced the publication of a 
monthly periodieal, entitled, “ The Londen Medical Repository.” This journal 
obtained an extensive circulation at home and abroad: it was a source of 
considerable emolument to the editors, and was the foundation of a valuable 
medical connexion and consultation practice to Dr. Burrows in subsequent 
years. This periodical was the means Of diffusing among the profession in 
England a more perfect knowledge of the state of medical science upon the 
continent of Europe, the intercourse with which had been so much restricted 
by the protracted war; and it was likewise the organ of the Associated 
Surgeon-Apothecaries of Engiand and Wales. The principal editorial 
Jabours of this work were performed by Dr. Burrows from 1814 to 16817, 
when his interests in it were disposed of to considerable advantage. 

Thoee who are familiar with the harassing and exhausting duties of a 
general practitioner in this metropolis,—those who know by experience how 
wearing is the mental effort of constantly collecting and arranging mate- 
rials for a monthly periodical, and superintending such a publication 
through the press,—those who have thrown themeelves into the vortex of 
any great public movement in this country, and have been called upon to 
perform the duties of chairman of an association which numbered 3000 
members, spread all over the country, and who require to be informed by 
letter of all the proceedings of a central committee which held 130 public 
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meetings in the course of three years,—those who can calculate the amount 
of time required to perform all those onerous and contemporaneous duties,— 
may form some idea of the mental and bodily exertions of Dr. Burrows 
dering this period of his professional career. An extensive medical con- 
nexion abd reputation were indeed obtained by such labours; but personal 
interests, domestic comforts, and bodily health, suffered in proportion. 

Dr. Burrows now (1816) retired from the arduous duties of general prac- 
tice, and confined himself to the treatment of insanity during the remainder 
of his life. He opened a small asylum for the reception of a select number 
ef insane patients, and subsequently, in 1823, a much larger establishment, 
the Retreat at Clapham. Im 18624, Dr. Barrows, having previously gra- 
dnated at St. Andrew’s, was admitted a Licentiate of the College of Physi- 
egans in London. Krom the year 1817 to 1828, Dr. Burrows concentrated 
all his energies in endeavouring to improve the medical and moral treat- 
ment of the insane. In the 34th number of the London Medical 
he inserted some ‘“‘ Observations on the Pathology of Insanity,” exhibiting a 
partial development of his opinions; and he intended in that journal te 
have continued the results of his farther investigations, but he found that 
matter, both from domestic and foreign sources, so accumulated, that he 
was obliged to abandon this design. He therefere proposed to publish his 
“ Observations, Pathological, Prophylactical, and Therapeutical, on Insa- 
nity,” in the form of Commentaries, with Remarks on Jurisprudence, as far 
as regards Mental Alienation. 

Whilst engaged in the preparation ef these Commentaries, he several 
times came before the public as a writer epon subjects relating to insanity. 
In 1817, he circulated a pamphlet, entitled, “ Cursory Remarks on a Bill for 

Madhouses, &. &. ;” and, in 1819, the above was re-published as 
2 tract, entitled, “ Cursory Remarks on Legislative Regulations of the Insane, 
&oc. &e.” His next medical werk appeared in 1820, under the title of “ An 
Inquiry into certain Errors relative to Insanity, and their Consequences, 
Physical, Moral, aud Civil,” 1 vol. 8vo. 

In 1821-22, Dr. Burrows made extended tours of inspection to the various 
Fanatic asylums in Eagiand, Scotland, and in the vicinity of Paris; and 
having derived mach valuable information from these sources, he deter- 
mined to carry the various improvements into practice, and im the following 
year, 1828, opened his establishment, the Retreat, at Clapham. 

In 1828, Dr. Burrows brought out his long-contemplated “ Commentaries 
en the Causes, Forms, Symptoms, and Treatment, Moral and Medical, of 
Insanity,” 1 vol. 8vo, pp. 716. This work was most favourably received by 
the profession in England, throughout Europe, and in Amcriea. The prin- 
cipal reviews of that period were unanimous in their commendations of it, 
pronouncing the work “a treatise of high order; in fact, the most elaborate 
and complete general treatise on insanity that had yet appeared in the 
English language.”"* The general public responded to this verdict, and 
every copy of a large impression was sold, and applications more than once 
made for a scoond edition.t The “Commentaries” were translated and 

in Germany, and reprinted im America. One of the results of 
Dr. Burrows’ extended reputation throughout the continents of Europe and 
America, was the frequent introduction of foreign physicians to him, who 
were commissioned by their respective governments to inspect the hospitals 
for the insane in England, and especially to eonfer with Dr. Burrows, and 
to examine his private establishment. Another consequence of Dr. Burrows’ 
Miterary reputation on the Continent was the frequent arrival of expensive

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packets by the post, containing diplomas, and other communications from 
learned and scientific bodies in different parts of Europe. A more impor- 
tant and profitable result of these continued endeavours to improve the 
treatment of insanity, was a rapid increase in consultation practice during 
the two succeeding years, and a simultaneous influx of private patients to 
the Retreat at Clapham. 

In the year 1830, a serious reverse to Dr. Burrows’ professional prosperity 
was occasioned by the unfair attacks made upon him by Mr. H. (now Lord) 
Brougham, who was engaged as counsel to support the sanity of Mr. Davies 
in a commission “ de lunatico inquirendo,” held upon that gentleman. Lord 
Brougham subsequently expressed, both verbally and in writing, his regret 
at the consequences which had resulted from his speech, but defended him- 
self on the plea, “that, as a professional man, ke had no choice in the per- 
formance ofa duty according to hisinstructions.” Dr. Burrows felt his cha- 
racter had been so unjustly assailed, and his prospects so marred, that he 
was bound to offer an explanation, which he did in “A Letter to Sir H. 
Halford, Bart., K.C.H., &c. &c., touching some points of the evidence, and 
observations of counsel, on a Commission of Lunacy on Mr. Edward Davies.” 
The Times newspaper (April 1st, 1830), in reviewing this published letter, 
contains the following candid avowal :—“ After reading over attentively 
this pamphlet, we are ready to admit that Dr. Burrows has been unfairly 
treated, and that he has succeeded in removing the most material of the 
imputations cast on his character in this affair.” 

But, as in the human body, so in the body politic, when poison has been 
once instilled and allowed to disseminate iiself through every pore, the anti- 
dote, however powerful and appropriate, seldom repairs the mischief done, 
although it may save the victim from destruction. Such, unfortunately, was 
the case with Dr. Burrows on this occasion. 

This check to professional success was confirmed by the effects resulting 
from an action brought against Dr. Burrows for having inadvertently, and 
at the request of relatives, signed an order for the personal restraint of a 
gentleman supposed to be insane, but who had not undergone any medical 
examination. Although this manner of proceeding had been sanctioned by 
the practice of others engaged in the treatment of the insane, still the public 
press commented very severely upon a course of action, which, if unre- 
strained, might lead to serious infringement of the liberty of the subject. 
' Conscious of the integrity of his motives, however he might have erred in 
judgment on this particular occasion, he felt most acutely the animadver- 
sions on his conduct, but none so poignantly as the stigma which was 
attempted to be affixed to his name by a talented accoucheur, now no more, 
in an article contributed to a leading Quarterly Review. 

When the Fellows of the Royal College of Physicians elected him into 
their body, in 1839, he readily accepted the honour, not so much from any 
prospect of professional advantages which would accrue to him at his ad- 
vanced age, but from the consolation it afforded him that the learned and 
liberal members of that body appreciated his incessant efforts to improve his 
profession, and to advance medical science, and that, as a body of gentlemen, 
they repudiated the unfair attacks which had been made upon his character, 
and which had no other foundation than a solitary error in Judgment above 
alluded to, and which any honourable man might commit in the exercise of 
an arduous and difficult profession. 

There remains but little to be recorded of Dr. Burrows’s professional 
career. He was a zealous and a warm supporter of the “ Society for the 
Relief of the Widows and Orphans of Medical Men,” and was chiefly instru- 
mental in obtaining an advantageous investment of the capital of that 
society, by which its income and means of affording relief were considerably 
augmented. He was a vice-president of the society at the time of his 
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death. In the year 1843, he disposed of his establishment, Clapham Retreat, 
but still continued to act as the visiting physician, as well as to pursue the 
private practice of his profession. In the early part of his career he was a 
member of several medical clubs, and was fond of associating with his pro- 
fessional friends. His health had, for several years prior to his death, been 
much impaired by repeated and prolonged attacks of gout, which he bore 
with a placidity and equanimity very rare in the sufferers from that painful 
complaint. He spent a large portion of his leisure hours, and of his time 
when confined by gout, in the study of modern history, and in the perusal 
of books of travels, voyages, expeditions, and everything which related to 
the physical and moral condition of the least known countries of the world 
and their inhabitants. This course of reading was a favourite pursuit from 
boyhood, but in latter years it was followed up with the laudable desire of 
collecting and arranging data, which would enable the benefits of life insur- 
ance to be extended to his fellow-countrymen scattered all over the globe, 
Much valuable information, the result of these researches, was presented to 
the London Life Association, of which society he was the physician for 
twenty-seven years. 

In person, Dr. Burrows was tall and commanding, and well calculated to 
inspire respect in the class of patients under his care; his manners were 
frank and open ; his temper was most uniform and placid amidst all the anxie~ 
ties and disappointments of an arduous and active professional career; he 
enjoyed the confidence and regard of a large circle of professional and pri- 
vate friends, and throughout life he was animated by the sentiment of Seneca 
—‘ Ante senectutem curavi, ut bene viverem; in senectute, ut bene 
morerer: bene autem mori, est libenter mori.” 

Dr. Burrows was twice married; his widow, four sons, and three daugh- 
ters, children of the second marriage, survive him. He was attacked with 
bronchitis and intermittent fever in the early part of September, and died 
October 29th, 1846, in the 76th year of his age. His remains were interred 
in Highgate Cemetery. 


JAMES MARSH, ESQ. 


Mr. James Marsh, though not a medical man, merits a place in our 
Obituary, as the ingenious inventor of the apparatus for the detection of 
minute quantities of arsenic, which has led tothe important discovery of the 
fact, that arsenic and antimony, when taken as poisons, are absorbed and 
carried into all the structures of the body. This gentleman, so deservedly 
well known to the profession, expired at his residence, Woolwich, in the 
Royal Arsenal of which he was Practical Chemist, and also for many years 
Chemical Assistant to Professor Faraday, at the Royal Military Academy. 
It will scarcely be believed by the Profession, that this scientific individual, 
whose name is so well known and honoured abroad, received from Govern: 
ment the paltry remuneration of thirty shillings per week—a smaller sum 
than that afforded to the workmen of the Dock-yard. Poor man! he 
struggled on with a wife and family, deeply sensitive in his great mind of 
the oppressive load of Government generosity! He died, leaving a wife and 
family entirely unprovided for. The friends of the “widow and the oppressed” 
applied to the Board of Ordnance for a trifling annuity—they responded 
by a charity of Twenty Pounds !—proh pudor!! When will the claims of 
science be recognised in this country, as they are all over the Continent ? 
Such a man would be almost deified in France.

EXAMINATIONS FOR THE DEGREE OF BACHELOR OF MEDICINE. 


Candidates for the degree of Bachelor of Medicine are required, 1. To 
have been engaged during four years in their professional studies at 
one or more of the institutions or schools recognised by this university. 
2. To have spent one year at least, of the four, in one or more of the 
recognised institutions or schools of the United Kingdom. 3. To pass 
two examinations. 

@ The First Examination takes place once a year, and commences on 
the first Monday in August. No candidate is admitted to this exami- 
nation unless he produces certificates to the following effeet: 1.—Of 
having completed his nineteenth year. 2. Of having taken a degree in 
Arts in this university, or in a university the degrees granted by which 
are recognised by the senate of this university; or of having passed the 
matriculation examination. 3. Of having been a student during two 
years at one or more of the medical institutions or schools recognised 
by this university, subsequently to having taken a degree in Arts, or 
passed the matriculation examination. 4. Of having attended a course 
of lectures on each of four of the subjects in the following list :— 
Descriptive and Surgical Anatomy, General Anatomy and Physiology, 
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Comparative Anatomy, Pathological Anatomy, Chemistry, Botany, Ma- 
teria Medica and Pharmaey, General Pathology, General Therapeutics, 
Forensic Mediciue, Hygiene, Midwifery and Diseases peculiar to Wo- 
men and Infants, Surgery, Medicine. 5. Of having dissected during 
nine months. 6. Of having attended a course of practical Chemistry, 
comprehending practical exercises in conducting the more important 
processes of general and pharmaceutical chemistry; in applying tests 
for discovering the adulteration of articles of the materia medica, and 
the presence and nature of poisons; and in the examination of mineral 
waters, animal secretions, urinary deposits, calculi, &c. 7. Of having 
attended to practical pharmacy during a sufficient length of time to en- 
able him to acquire a practical knowledge in the preparation of medi- 
eines. These certificates must be transmitted to the registrar at least 
fourteen days before the examination begins. The fee for this exami- 
Nation is five pounds. No candidate is admitted to the examination 
unless he has previously paid this fee to the registrar; but if he fail to 
pass the examination, the fee is returned. 

Candidates are Examined in the following Subjects :—Anatomy, 
Physiology, Chemistry, Botany, Materia Medica, and Pharmacy; and 
the examinations are conducted in the following order:—Morning, LO 
to 1: Monday, Anatomy and Physiology, by printed papers; Tuesday, 
Chemistry, by experiment and printed papers. Afternoon, 3 to 6: 
Monday, Anatomy and Physiology, by printed papers. Tuesday, Botany, 
Materia Medice, and Pharmacy, by printed papers. On Friday, at 10, 
Chemistry, Materia Medica, and Pharmacy, by vivd voce, and demon- 
stration from specimens. On Monday, in the following week, at 10, 
Anatomy and Physiology, by vivd voce demonstration from preparation 
and dissection. On the succeeding Wedunesday morning, the examiners 
arrange, in two divisions, each in alphabetical order, such of the candi- 
dates as hewe passed; anda pass certificate, signed by the registrar, is 
delivered to each candidate. Such candidates only as in the opinion of 
the examiners are admissible to the examination for honours, are placed 
in the first division. 

ExaminaTioN FOB Howours.—Any candidate who has been placed 
in the first division at the First Examination, may be examined for 
honours in any or all of the following subjects :—Anatomy and Physi- 
ology (candidates may illustrate their answers by sketching the parts 
they describe), Chemistry, Materia Medica, and Pharmaceutical Che- 
mistry. 

The examinations take place in the week following the ecommence- 
ment of the First Examination. They are conducted by means of 
printed pepers; but the examiners are not precluded from putting vivd 
voce questions upon the written answers of the candidates when they 
appear to require explanation. 

The examinations are conducted in the foHowing order :—Morning, 
10 to 1: Thursday, Anatomy and Physiology; Friday, Chemistry. 
Afternoon, 3 to 6: Thursday, Anatomy and Physiology; Friday, Ma- 
teria Medica and Pharmaceutical Chemistry. In determining the rela- 
tive position of candidates, the examiners have regard to the proficiency 
evinced by the eandidates in the same subjects ut the pass examination. 
Candidates who pass the examinations, and acquit themselves to the 
satisfaction of the examiners, are arranged according te the several 
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subjects, and according to their proficiency in each; and are bracketed 
together, unless the examiners are of opinion thet there is a clear differ- 
ence between them. If in the opinion of the examiners sufficient 
merit be evinced, the candidate who distinguishes himself the most in 
Anatomy and Physiology, the candidate who distinguishes himself 
most in Chemistry, and the candidate who distinguishes himself the 
most in Materia Medica and Pharmaceutical Chemistry, will exch re- 
ceive an exhibition of thirty pounds per annum for the next two years, 
and under the same circumstances, the first and second candidates in 
each subject will eaeh receive a gold medal of the value of five pounds. 


SECOND EXAMINATION. 


The Second Examination takes place once a year, and commences 
on the first Monday in November. No candidate is admitted to this ex- 
amination within two academical years of the time of his passing the 
first examination, nor unless he produces certificates to the following 
effect :—l. Of having passed the first examination. 2. Of having, sub- 
sequently to having passed the first examination, attended @ course of 
lectures on each of two of the subjects comprehended in the foregoing 
list, and for which the candidate did not present certificates at the first 
examination. 3. Of having, subsequently to having passed the first 
examination, dissected during six months. 4. Of having conducted at 
least six labours. (Certificates on this subject will be received from 
any legally-qualified practitioner in medicine.) 5. Of having attended 
the surgical practice of a recognised hospite] or hospitals during twelve 
months, and lectures on clinical surgery. 6. Of heving attended the 
medical practice of a recognised hospital or hospitals during other 
twelve months, and lectures on clinical medieine. 7. Of having, sub- 
sequently to the completion of his attendance on surgical and medical 
hospital practice, attended to practical medicine in a recognised hos- 
pital, infirmary, or dispensary, during six months. (Certificates on this 
subject will be received from any legally-qualified practitioner having 
the care ef the peor of a parish.) The centidate muet also produce a 
certificate of moral character from a teacher in the last school or insti- 
tution at which he studied, as far as the teacher’s opportunity or know- 
ledge has extended. These certificates must be transmitted to the 
registrar at least fourteen days before the examination begins. The fee 
for this examination is five pounds, which is returned # he fail to pass 
the examination. 

Candidates are Examined on the following Subjects :—Physiology 
(the papers in Physiology include questions in Comparative Anatomy), 
General Pathology, General Therapeutics, Hygiene, Surgery, Medicine, 
Midwifery, Forensic Medicine. The examination is conducted in the 
following order :—Firat week, by printed papers; Morning 10 to 1: 
Monday, Physiology ; Tuesday, Surgery; Wednesday, Midwifery. After- 
noon, 3 to 6: Monday, General Pathology, General Therapeutics, and 
Hygiene ; Tuesday, Medicine ; Wednesday, Forensic Medicine. Second 
week: by vivd voce interrogation, commencing on Monday morning at 
10. On the Monday morning in the following week, the examiners 
arrange, in two divisions, each in alphabetical order, such of the can- 
didates as have passed; and a certificate under the seal of the university, 
signed by the Chancellor, is delivered to each candidate. Such candi- 
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dates only, as, in the opinion of the examiners, are admissible to the 
examination for hononrs, are placed in the first division. 

Examination for Honours.—Any candidate who has been placed in 
the first division at the Second Examination may be examined for 
honours in any or all of the following subjects :—Physiology and Com- 
parative Anatomy, (candidates may illustrate their answers by sketching 
the parts they describe,) Surgery, Medicine, Midwifery, Structural and 
Physiological Botany. The examinations take place in the week fol- 
lowing the second examination. They are conducted by means of 
printed papers; but the examiners are not precluded from putting vivd 
voce questions upon the written answers of the candidates when they 
appear to require explanation. The examinations are conducted in the 
following order :—Morning, 10 to 1: Tuesday, Physiology and Compa- 
parative Anatomy; Wednesday, Surgery; Thursday, Medicine; Friday, 
Midwifery. Afternoop, 3 to 6: Tuesday, Physiology and Comparative 
Anatomy ; Wednesday, Surgery ; Thursday, Medicine ; Friday, Structural 
and Physiological Botany. Indetermining the relative position of can- 
didates, the examiners have regard to the proficiency evinced by the can- 
didates in the same subjects at the pass examination. Candidates who 
pass the examinations, and acquit themselves to the satisfaction of the 
examiners, are arranged according to the several subjects, and according 
to their proficiency in each; and are bracketed together, unless the ex- 
aminers are of opinion that there is a clear difference between them 
If in the opinion of the examiners sufficient merit be evinced, the can- 
didate who distinguishes himself the most in Physiology and Compara- 
tive Anatomy, the candidate who distinguishes himself the most ix 
Surgery, and the candidate who distinguishes himself the most in 
Medicine, will each receive an exhibition of fifty pounds per annum for 
the next two years, with the style of University Medical Scholar, and 
under the same circumstances, the first and second candidates in each 
of the preceding subjects will receive a gold medal of the value of five 
pounds. Under the same circumstances, the candidate who distinguishes 
himself the most in Midwifery, and the candidate who distinguishes 
himself the most in Structural and Physiological Botany, will each 
receive a gold medal of the value of five pounds. 


EXAMINATION FOR THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF MEDICINE. 


The examination for the degree of Doctor of Medicine takes place 
once a year, aud commences on the fourth Monday in November. No 
candidate will be admitted to this examination unless he produces cer- 
tificates to the following effect :—1. Of having taken the degree of 
Bachelor of Medicine in this university, or a degree in medicine or in 
surgery at a university, the degrees granted by which are recognised by 
the senate of this university. (Those candidates who have not taker 
the degree in this university must produce a certificate of having com- 
pleted their twenty-third year.) 2. Of having attended subsequently to 
having taken one of the above degrees in medicine (a) to clinical or 
practical medicine during two years in an hospital or medical institutiot: 
recognised by this university; () or, to clinical or practical medicine 
during one year in an hospital or medical institution recognised by this 
university, and of having been engaged during three years in the prac- 
tice of his profession; (c) or, if he have taken the degree of Bachelor 
of Medicine in this university, of having been engaged during five years 
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in the practice of his profession. (One year of attendance on clinical 
or practical medicine, or two years of practice, will be dispensed with in 
the case of those candidates who, at the second examination, have been 
placed iu the first division.) 3. Of moral character signed by two per- 
sons of respectability. These certificates must be transmitted to the 
registrar at least fourteen days before the examination begins. The fee 
for the degree of Doctor of Medicine is ten pounds, which is returned 
to the candidate if he fail to pass the examination. It is conducted by 
means of printed papers and vivd voce interrogation. 

Candidates are Examined on the following Subjects :—Elements of 
Intellectual Philosophy, Logic, and Moral Philosophy; Medicine. The 
examinations are conducted in the following order :—By printed papers, 
Morning, 10 to I: Monday, Elements of Intellectual Philosophy, Logic, 
and Moral Philosophy. (Candidates who have taken a degree in Arts 
in this university, or in a university the degrees granted by which are 
recognised by the senate of this university, are exempted from this part 
of the examination. The degrees in Arts of all universities in the 
United Kingdom are recognised by the senate for this purpose.) Tues- 
day, Medicine, Afternoon, 3 to 6; Monday, A Commentary on a Case in 
Medicine, Surgery, or Midwifery, at the option of the candidate; Tues- 
day, Medicine; Friday, Morning, at 10, by vivd voce interrogation ; 
examination on the answers to the printed papers, and on the commen- 
taries; and the examination for a certificate of special proficiency in 
Medicine, Surgery, or Midwifery, as determined by the candidate’s 
choice of the case for commentary. On the Monday morning in the 
following week, the examiners arrange in two divisions, each in alpha- 
betical order, such of the candidates as have passed; and a certificate, 
under the seal of the university, signed by the chancellor, is delivered 
to each candidate. If, in the opinion of the examiners, sufficient merit 
be evinced, the author of the best Commentary on the Case in Medicine, 
the author of the best Commentary on the Case in Surgery, and the 
author of the best Commentary on the Case in Midwifery, will each 
receive a gold medal of the value of five pounds. Any candidate may 
present a thesis on a subject of his own choice; and if, in the opinion 
of the examiners, sufficient merit be evinced, a gold medal, of the value 
of ten pounds, will be given to the author of the best thesis. The ex- 
aminers are not precluded from examining the author on the subject of 
his thesis. If, in the opinion of the examiners, sufficient merit be 
evinced, the candidate who distinguishes himself the most at this 


examination, will be awarded a gold medal of the value of twenty 
pounds.

Of having been 
engaged during two years in their professional studies. 2. Of having 
attended a course of lectures on each of four of the subjects compre- 
hended in the list at page 225. 3. Of having dissected during nine 
Months. 4. Of having attended to practical pharmacy during a suffi- 
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cient leugth of time to enable them to acquire a practical knowledge in 
the preparation of medicines. ‘lhhey will be admitted to the Second 
Examination for the degree, on producing certificates to the following 
effect :—1. Of having been engaged during four years of their profes- 
sional studies. %. Of having passed their first examination. 3. Of 
having attended a course of lectures on each of two of the subjects 
comprehended in the list at page 22. 4. Of having dissected during 
twelve months. 5, Of having attended to practical pharmacy during 
a sufficient length of time to enable them to acquire a practical know- 
ledge in the preparation of medicines. 6. Of having conducted at least 
six labours. 7. Of having attended the surgical practice of a recognised 
hospital or hospitals during twelve months. 8. Of having attended the 
medical practice of a recognised hospital or hospitals during other twelve 
months. 9. Of having completed the twenty-second year of their age. 10. 
Of moral character, from a tencher in the last school or institution at 
which they studied, as far as the teacher's opportunity of knowledge has 
extended. Candidates who have not taken a degree in Arts, or passed 
the Matriculation Exainination in this University, are required to trans- 
late a portion of Ceisus de Re Medica. 


REGULATIONS RELATING TO PRACTITIONERS IN MEDICINE OR SURGERY 
DESIROUS OF OBTAINING DEGREES OF MEDICINE. 


DEGREE OF BACHELOR OF MEDICINE —Candidates will be admitted 
to two examinations for the degree of Bachelor of Medicine on producing 
certificates to the following effect :—1. Of having been admitted, prior 
to the year 1810, members of one of the legally constituted bodies in 
the United Kingdom for licensing practitioners in medicine or surgery ; 
or of having served, previously to 1840, as surgeons or assistant-sur- 
geons in Her Majesty’s Army, Ordnance, or Navy, or in the service of 
the Honourable East India Company. 2. Of having received a part of 
their education at a recognised institution or school, as required by the 
charter of the University. 3. Of moral character, signed by two persons 
of respectability. Candidates who have not taken a degree in Arts, or 
passed the Matriculation Examination in this university, will be 
required to translate a portion of CELsus de Re Medica. 

DrGree or Doctor or MEDICINE.—Candidates who have been 
engeged during five years in the practice of their profession will be 
admitted to the examination for this degree on producing certificates to 
the following effect:—Of having been engaged during five years in the 
practice of their profession. 2. Of having taken the degree of Bachelor 
of Medicine in this university. Candidates who have not taken a degree 
in Arts, or passed the Matriculation Examination in this university, will 
be required to translate a portion of CELsus de Re Medica. 

The regulations respecting the transmission of the certificates to the 
registrar, the fees, the periods, and the mode of conducting the exami- 
nations, and the arrangement of the candidates after examination, are 
the same for all candidates for the same degrees.

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ROYAL COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS, LONDON.

The College of Physicians is entitled by Charter to prevent any one 
from practising as a physician in London, and within seven miles 
thereof, who has not submitted to its examination. The Licentiates 
enjoy the same privileges as the Fellows, so far as practice is concerned, 
but they have no share in the direction of the affairs of the College. 
‘The Fellows are now chosen from the body of Licentiates, a certain 
number being generally elected on the 25th of June of each year. 

The only legal Physicians in other parts of England and Wales are 
the Licentiates and Extra-Licentiates of the College of Physicians of 
London, and Licentiates of Oxford and Cambridge. Extra-Licentiates 
are entitled to practise only beyond seven miles from London; and in 
addition to graduates of Scotch and Foreign Universities whom tbe 
College have long since admitted as Licentiates, all those who, having 
had the advantage of a liberal education, both general and professional, 
and can prove their qualifications by producing proper testimonials, and 
submitting to adequate examination, are admitted. The College gives 
no particular rules as to the details of previous education, or places at 
which it is to be obtained, and in announcing to the profession this 
signal alteration in its mode of electing Licentiates, makes use of the 
following terms :—‘ The College has endeavoured fairly to look at that 
which is substantial rather than that which is nominal, in all that con- 
cerns the qualifications of its members; it has resolved to estimate all 
testimonials, whether presented as Certificates, Diplomas, or Degrees, 
strictly with reference to their value, and to measure them by this 
staudard alone, as parts of the previous qualifications of Candidates 
which are to be verified in their examinations.” 

The EXAMINERS for the Licence are the Censors. The examination 
for the Licence takes place four times a year; viz., on, or about 
Christmas, Easter, Midsummer, and Michaelmas The Examiners for 
the Extra-Licence are the Elects. There is no fixed day for the exami- 
nation for the Extra Licence.

REGULATIONS REGARDING CERTIFICATES AND TESTIMONIALS. 


™ Every Candidate for a Diploma in Medicine, upon presenting himself 
fur examination, shall produce satisfactory evidence— 

1. Of unimpeached moral character. 

2. Of having completed the twenty-sixth year of lis age; and 

3. Of having devoted himself for five years, at- least, to the study of 
medicine. 

The course of study thus ordered by the College comprises :— 

Anatomy and Physiology; the Theory and Practice of Physic; Foren- 
sic Medicine ; Materia Medica and Botany; and the Principles of Mid- 
wifery and Surgery. 

With regard to practical medicine, the College considers it essential 
that each candidate shall have diligently attended, for three entire years, 
the Physicians’ practice of some General Hospital in Great Britain or 
Ireland, containing at least 100 beds, and having a regular establish- 
ment of Physicians as well as Surgeons. 

Candidates who have been edueated abroad will be required to show 
that, in addition to the full course of study already specified, they have 
diligently attended the Physicians’ practice in some General Hospital in 
this country, for at least twelve months, 

Candidates wlio have already been engaged in practice, and have at- 
tained the age of forty years, but have not passed through the complete 
course of study above described, may be admitted to examination upon 
presenting to the Censors’ Board such testimonials of character, general 
and professional, as shall be satisfactory to the College. 

The first examination is in Anatomy and Physiology, and is under- 
stood to comprise a knowledge of such propositions in any of the phy- 
sical sciences as have reference to the structure and functions of the 
human body. 

The second examination includes all that relates to the causes and 
symptoms of Diseases, and whatever portions of the collateral sciences 
may appear to belong to these subjects. 

The third examination relates to the treatment of diseases, including 
a scientific knowledge of all the means used for that purpose. 

The three examinations are held at separate meetings of the Censors’ 
Board. The vivd voce part of each is carried on in Latin, except when 
the Board deems it expedient to put questions in English, and permits 
unswers to be returned in the same language. 

The College is desirous that all those who receive its Diploma should 
have had such a previous education as would imply a competent know- 
ledge of Greek, but it does not consider this indispensable, if the other 
qualifications of the Candidate prove satisfactory: it-cannot, however, on 
any account dispense with a familiar knowledge of the Latin language, as 
constituting an essential part of a liberal education; at the commence- 
ment, therefore, of each oral examination, the candidate is called on to 
translate vivd voce into Latin a passage from Hippocrates, Galen, or 
Areteeus ; or, if he declines this, he is, at any rate, expected to construe 
into English a portion of the works of Celsus, or Sydenham, or some 
other Latin Medical author. 
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In connexion with the oral examinations, the candidate is required, 
on three separate days, to give written answers in English to questions 
on the different subjects ennmerated above, and to translate, in writing, 
passages from Greek or Latin books relating to medicine. 

Those who are approved of at all these examinations will receive the 
following diploma, under the common seal of this College.

No Fellow or Licentiate may consult with any one acting as a Phy- 
sician, except he be a Fellow or Licentiate of the College in London, or 
within seven miles thereof, under penalty of 5/. 

Rejected candidates not readmissible under a year from the date of 
their rejection. 

Unqualified persons practising are to be admonished. “ Qui monitum 
hoc neglexerit, legibus regni obnoxius erit.” 

Several of the penal statutes are of a stringent character, and, though 
rarely acted on, and only in very flagrant cases, should be generally 
known. 

If any Fellow or Licentiate can be proved to the satisfaction of the 
President and Censors to have wilfully accused any other Fellow or 
Licentiate of professional ignorance, unless it be before the legally- 
constituted judges, he shall be fined 4/. for the first offence, and 8J. for 
the second; if he offend a third time, if a Fellow, he shall be expelled, 
and if a Licentiate, fined 10/. This last fine is to be enforced every 
time afterwards the Licentiate shall so offend. If any Fellow or Licen- 
tiate shall offer his professional assistanoe to any patient whom he shall 
know to be under the care of another physician, whether Fellow or 
Licentiate, without having been called in to see the patient profession- 
ally, he shall be fined 40s. If any Fellow be proved to have made any 
arrangement with a druggist, to share with him the proceeds in his pre- 
scriptions, he shall be expelled; if a Licentiate have entered into a 
similar arrangement, he shall be fined 10/. every time he shall so offend. 
Every Physician, whether Fellow or Licentiate, shall attach to each 
prescription which he writes the day of the month, the name of the sick 
mau, and his own initals. When a consultation takes place, it is to be 
carried on with modesty, not in the presence of the sick; and if any 
difference of opinion occurs, it is to be stated with prudence and 
moderation, so that it may not be noticed by the patient or the friends, 
but, if requisite, should be mentioned by the ordinary medical attendant.. 
Whoever infringes these regulations will be fined 51. by the President 
and censors. No Fellow or Licentiate may consult, in London or within 
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seven miles thereof, with a Physician who does not belong to the Col- 
lege, under a penalty of five pounds fine. All fines are to be paid imme- 
diately. The President and Court of the College have the power of 
committing individuals contemning their authority to Newgate; and this 
power has been exercised by the Court, but not of late years.

REGULATIONS OF THE COUNCIL RESPECTING THE PROFESSIONAL EDU- 
CATION OF CANDIDATES FOR THE DIPLOMA OF MEMBER. 


1. Candidates will be required, in addition to a certificate of being 
not less than twenty-one years of age, to bring proof— 

1. Of having been engaged in the acquirement of professional 

knowledge for not less than four years; during which period they 
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must have studied Practical Pharmacy for six months, and have at- 
tended one year on the Practice of Physic, and three years on the 
Practice of Surgery, at a recognised Hospital or Hospitals in the 
United Kingdom:*—three months being allowed for a vacation in 
each year. 

* By a Resolution of the Council, on the Tth of November, 1839, 
no Provincial Hospital will be in future recognised by this College 
which contains fewer than 100 Patients, and no Metropolitan Hos- 
pital which contains fewer than 150 Patients. 

2. Of having studied Anatomy and Physiology, by attendance on 
Lectures and Demonstrations, and by Dissections, during three Winter 
Sessions, of not less than six months each. 

3. Of having attended at least two courses of Lectures, on the Prin- 
ciples and Practice of Surgery, delivered in two distinct periods or 
Seasons; and one course on each of the following subjects, viz.—the 
Practice of Physic—Chemistry—Materia Medica—and Midwifery, with 
Practical Instruction. 

II. Members and Licentiates in Sargery of any legally constituted 
College of Surgeons in the United Kingdom, and Graduates in 
Surgery of any University requiring residence to obtain Degrees, 
will be admitted for examination on producing their Diploma, Li- 
cence, or Degree, together with proofs of being twenty-one years 
of age, and of having been occupied at least four years in the ac- 
quirement of professional knowledge. 

III. Graduates in Medicine of any legally constituted College or 
University, requiring residence to obtain Degrees, will be admitted 
for examination on adducing, together with their Diploma or De-: 
gree, proof of having completed the anatomical and surgical Edu- 
cation required by the foregoing Regulations, either at the School 
of the University where they shall have graduaied, or at a reco- 
gnised School or Schools in the United Kingdom. 

IV. Certificates will not be recognised from any Hospital unless the 
Surgeons thereto be members of one of the legally constituted 
Colleges of Surgeons in the United Kingdom; nor from any 
School of Anatomy, Physiology, or Midwifery, unless the respec- 
tive teachers be members of some legally constituted College of 
Physicians or Surgeons in the Uuited Kingdom; nor from any 
School of Surgery, unless the respective teachers be members of 
some legally constituted College of Surgeons in the United 
Kingdom. 

V. Certificates will not be received on more than one branch of 
Science from one and the same Lecturer; but Anatomy and Phy- 
siology—Demonstrations and Dissections—will be respectively 
considered as one branch of Science. 

VI. Certificates will not be received from Candidates for the Diploma 
who have studied in London, unless they shall have registered 
their tickets at the College, as required by the Regulations, during 
the last ten days of January, March and October in each year; nor 
from Candidates who have studied elsewbere unless their names 
regularly appear in the Registers transmitted from their respective 
Schools.

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N.B. In the Certificates of attendance on Hospital Practice and on 
Lectures, it is required that the dates of commencement and termination 
be clearly expressed: and no interlineation, erasure, or alteration will 
be allowed. 

Blank forms of the required Certificates may be obtained on applica- 
tion to the Secretary, to whom they must be delivered, properly filled 
up, ten days before the Candidate ean be admitted to examination; and 
all such Certificates are retained at the College. 


BY-LAWS RELATING TO THE PROFESSIONAL EDUCATION AND 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES FOR THE FELLOWSHIP. 


]1 July, 1844. 


1. Tuat, except in the cases and instances hereinafter provided fur 
to the contrary, every Candidate for the Fellowship, whether a Member 
of the College or not, shall produee Certificates satisfactory to the 
Court of E.xaminers,— 

That he is twenty-five years of age. 

That he is (if found qualified upon his examination) a fit and proper 
person to be admitted to the Fellowship, and the Certificate of which 
shall ke signed’by three Fellows. 

That he has attained a competent knowledge of the Greek, Latin, and 
French Languages, and of the Elements of Mathematics. 

That he has been engaged for six years in the acquirement of profes- 
sional knowledge in recognised Hospitals or Schools of Surgery and 
Medicine within the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, or 
in Foreign Countries; and that three of such years at least have been 
passed in one or more of such recognised Hospitals or Schools in 
London. 

That he has attended the Surgical Practice of a recognised Hospital 
or Hospitals during four years, and the Medical Practice of a recognised 
Hospital or Hospitals for one year. 

That he has studied Anatomy and Physiology by attendance on Lec- 
tures and Demonstrations, and by Dissections, during three Winter 
Sessions of not less than six months each, at one or more recognised 
School or Schools. 

That he has attended Lectures on the Theory and Practice of Medi- 
cine and on Clinical Medicine, and also on tle Theory and Practice of 
Surgery and Clinical Surgery, during two Sessions of six montlis each, 
at one or more recognised School or Schools. 

That he has attended one course of Lectures on each of the following 
subjects, viz., Chemistry, Materia Medica, Midwifery, Medical Juris- 
prudence, and Comparative Anatomy, at one or more recognised School 
cr Schools. And that he has served the office of Tlouse Surgeon or 
Dresser in @ recognised Hospital in the United Kingdom. Every such 
Candidate (except in the cases and instances hereinafter provided for to 
the contrary) shall also present for examination Clinical Reports, with 
observations, of six or more Surgical Cases taken by himself at a reco- 
gnised Hospital or recognised Hospitals within the United Kingdom, 
with $1 ifficient Certificates of their authenticity and genuineness, and 
shall leave such Reports at the College. 

2. That the Council of the College shall annually, on some day in

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the month of July, publish in the London Gazette a List of all such 
Hospitals and Schools of Surgery and Medicine within the United 
Kingdom and in Foreign Countries, as for the year commencing from 
the first duy of August then next ensuing will be considered as having 
been recognised Hospitals and Schools, from which Certificates of the 
professional education of Candidates for the Fellowship will be received, 
and that such Ilospitals and Schools, and no others, shall be, and be 
considered to have been during sueh year, recognised Hospitals or 
Schools within the meaning of these By-Laws and Ordinances accord- 
ingly. 

3. That as to any Candidate, who shall lave taken the Degree of 
Bachelor of Arts in au English University, and shall produce satisfac- 
tory evidence thereof, it shall, instead of the Certificate or Certificates 
that he has been engaged for six years in the acquirement of the profes- 
sional knowledge as before mentioned, be sufficient for him to produce 
a satisfactory Certificate or Certificates that he has been engaged for 

“five years in the acquirement of professional knowledge in recognised 
Hospitals and Schools of Surgery and Medicine within the United 
Kingdom, or in Foreign Countries, and that three of such years at least 
have been passed in one or more of the recognised Hospitals and Schools 
of London: and that it shall not be necessary for any Candidate having 
so taken the degree of Bachelcr of Arts to produce any Certificate of his 
having acquired a competent knowledge of the Greek, Latin, and French 
Languages, and of the Elements of Mathematics. 

4, That upon the first day of January, one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty, or at anv earlier period which may be thought proper, the 
Council shall, under such regulations and for such time or period as to 
them shall seem proper, (but always subject to removal at the pleasure 
of the Council,) appoint three persons, and being, or not being, and 
either all, or in part, Meinbers of the College, as the Council shall think 
proper, for the purpose of examining persons intending to become Can- 
didates for the Fellowship, and required to be examined in the Greek, 
Latin, and French Languages, and in the Elements of Mathematics : 
and the said Council, from time to time after the first appomtment of 
such persons for such purpose as aforesaid, and as often as shall be 
necessary, or to the said Council shall seem proper in that belalf, shall 
appoint such other person and persons as to them shall seem fit and 
proper to succeed or supply the place or places of any person or persons 
previously appointed for such purpose, and that from and after the first 
uppointment of any such persons for the purpose of making such 
eXamination as aforesaid, no Certificate of a Candidate having com- 
petent knowledge of the Greek, Latin, and French Languages, and of 
the Elements of Mathematics, shall be received or allowed by the Court 
of Examiners, except the Certificate or Certificates of the persons for 
the time being so appointed as aforesaid. 

5. That all Members of the College, future as well as present, shall 
be entitled to be admitted to the examination for the Fellowship accord- 
ing to the foregoing By-Laws and Ordinances. 

6. That any person who shall have been a Member of the College on 
the fourteenth day of September, one thousand eight hundred and forty- 
four, shall, after the expiration of eight years from the date of his 
Diploma, also be entitled to be admitted to the examination for the 
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Fellowship upon the production of a Certificate, signed by three Fellows, 
that he has been eight years in the practice of the Profession of Sur- 
gery, and that he is a fit and proper person to be admitted a Fellow, if 
upon examination he shall be found qualified. 

7. That any person who shall have become a Member of the College 
after the said fourteenth day of September, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-four, shall, after the expiration of twelve years from the date 
of the Diploma, also be entitled to be admitted to the examination for 
the Fellowship upon the production of a Certificate, signed by three 
Fellows, that he has been for twelve years in the practice of the Profes- 
sion of Surgery, and that he is a fit and proper person to be admitted a 
Fellow, if upon examination he shall be found qualified; and also, if he 
have not taken the Degree of Bachelor of Arts in an English University, 
of a Certificate or Certificates that he has a competent knowledge of 
the Greek, Latin, and French Languages, and of the Elements of 
Mathematics. 


1. The Examination for the Fellowship shall be held three times in 
the year, at or within such periods as the Council shall from time to 
time determine. 

2. Each Candidate shall be examined on two days, either successive 
or at such an interval as the Court of Examiners may appoint. 

3. The subject of the first day’s examination shall be Anatomy and 
Physiology, those of the second, Pathology, Therapeutics, and Surgery. 

4. The time allowed for examination each day shall be from ten 
o’clock in the forenoon until five o’clock in the afternoon. 

6. The Examinations shall be conducted in the following manner :— 
Each Candidate shall, upon going in for examination, have delivered to 
him a written or printed copy of such questions as shal] have been pre- 
viously determined upon by the Court of Examiners, and to which 
questions he shall give written answers, and which answers shall be 
considered by the Court of Examiners. 

The Court may, however, if they should think fit, interrogate any 
Candidate on any matters connected with the questions or answers. 
In the Anatomical Examination, the Candidate shall also perform dis- 
sections and operations on the dead body in the presence of the Court 
of Examiners, or of such Members thereof as may be deputed by the 
Court to superintend the same. Candidates whose qualifications shall 
be found insufficient, shall not be allowed to present themselves a 
second time until after the expiration of one year from their first l:xamina- 
tion. The Court of Examiners shall report in writing to the Council 
the names of such persons as they shall have found upon examination 
to be qualified for the Fellowship. 

N.B. Until otherwise directed, the Examinations for the Fellowships 
will be held in the first week of April, Augnst, and December.

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STUDENTSHIPS IN ANATOMY. 


OrDINANCES.—There shall be three Studentships of the College in 
Human and Comparative Anatomy, to be held by each Student for the 
term of three years, at a Salary of One Hundred Pounds per annum. 

Candidates shall be Members of the College, under twenty-six years 
of age. 

The Council shall determine annually whether one or more of such 
appointments shall take place during the current year, and shall notify 
its resolution by public advertisement. 

The appointment shall be made in the month of June, or as soon 
after as possible. 

The Students shall be subject to such duties and restrictions as the 
Council from time to time shall direct ; and in case of misconduct shall 
be liable to dismissal. 

REGULATIONS.—The Studentships have been instituted for the culti- 
vation and extension of Human and Comparative Anatomy and Physio- 
logy, by means of the opportunities afforded at the College in the 
preservation and enlargement of the Museum, and in the various 
scientific labours connected with that department. 

The Students are therefore required to devote their whole time to the 
study of Anatomy, Physiology, and the connected branches of Know- 
Jedge, and to the service of the College in the Museum. 

They shall not undertake any other employment, such as that of 
Demonstrator, Lecturer or Teacher; nor shall they engage in private 
practice, either as Principal or Assistant; and they shall avoid all 
appearance of practising by not designating their profession on the 
doors of their residences. 

They shall be employed at the College in sueh manner as shall be 
pointed out by the Conservators, whose directions they shall in all 
instances obey, referring to them in all matters on which they may 
entertain doubts. 

They shall not be absent from their duties in the Museum (except 
in the case subsequently specified) without the permission of the Con- 
servators ; nor shall they leave London without permission of the 
President and the knowledge of the Chairman of the Museum Com- 
mittee. 

They shall attend to their duties in the College from ten a.m to four 
P.M. daily, except on Sunday, and on one other day in each week, on 
which they are allowed to visit their respective Hospitals, and to read in 
the Library of the College. On particular occasions, when the business 
of the Museum shall require it, they shall attend, under the directions 
of the Conservators, earlier or later than the hours above-mentioned. 

Kiach Student is also required to attend in the Museum, for the pur- 
pose of giving information to visitors, one day in each week from twelve 
to four o’clock, and on any other day when the Conservators, with the 
sanction of the Museum Committee, shall so direct. 

They shall record, in books provided for that purpose, the histories of 
their respective dissections, and the particulars of their other occupa- 
tious in the College; and they shall lay such books before the Museum 
Comittee at least once a month. 

It is expected that they make themselves familiar with everything 
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relating to the practical study of Anatomy, such as the use of the 
microscope, the dissection of small animals, the art of preserving animal 
substances, of injecting and putting up Anatomical preparations. 

It is also hoped that they will devote a portion of each evening to the 
perusal of works on Anatomy and Physiology, and on the auxiliary 
Branches of Knowledge. 


The President and Council have great pleasure in announcing that 
(at the instance of the Director-General of the Medical Department of 
the Army, the Physician-General of the Royal Navy, and the Chairman 
of the Honourable East India Company) the General commanding the 
Army in Chief, the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, and the 
Court of Directors, have, with the view of promoting the objects of the 
College, been pleased to place at the disposal of the President and 
Council an Assistant-Surgeoncy in each service, once in three years, 
for such of the said Students as may be considered worthy of these 
honourable distinctions. 

N.B. Candidates for the appointment must transmit their Applications 
to the Secretary on or before the Lst of May, together with certificates 
of general good character and of fair acquirements in general learning, 
signed by two qualified Members of the Medical Profession. 


MUSEUM. 


The Museum is open to the Members of the College, to the Trustees of 
the Hunterian Collection, and to Visitors introduced by them personally, 
or by written orders stating their names (which orders are not trans- 
Serable), on the public days, which are Mondays, Tuesdays, Wednes- 
days, and Thursdays, from Twelve to Four o’clock, except during the 
month of September, when the Museum is closed. 

The Museum is open on the public days to all Fellows and Licen- 
tiates of the Royal College of Physiciaus in London, to Peers and 
Members of Parliament, to the Great Officers of State and of the Royal 
Household, and their immediate Deputies; to all the Dignitaries of the 
Church and of the Law, to all General and Flag Officers, to the Mem- 
bers of all the Learned and Scientific bodies in the United Kingdom, to 
the Members of all the Government Boards, and to others introduced 
personally by them respectively. It is also open to all Learned and 
Scientific Foreigners, and to the Articled Students of the College, on 
entering their Names and Ranks, or Stations, in the book provided for 
that purpose. 

Lastly, the Secretary and Conservators will exercise their discretion 
in the case of applications for Admissions from other Persons. 

Any one desirous of devoting especial study to particular departments 
of the Museum, may have access for that purpose on Fridays, from 
Twelve to Four in Winter, and from twelve to Five in Summer, on 
making a written application to the President. 

Visitors and Students desirous of comparing Specimens with those in 
the Museum, or of having Specimens examined, or of gaining other in- 
formation, are requested to present themselves on Saturdays, from Ten 
to One o'clock. 

Microscopic Demonstrations are given by the Assistant Conservator 
every Wednesday, in the Theatre of the College, from the beginning of 
October until] the commencement of the Annual Course of Lectures. 
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LIBRABY. 


The Library is open daily, Sandays excepted, to Members and Ar- 
ticled Students of the College, from Ten until Four o'clock, from the 
Ist of October to the Ist of April; and from the Ist of April to the lst 
of September, from ‘Ten until half-past Five o’clock. 

Members have the privilege of personally introducing a Visitor. 

Persons not Members desirous of Admission, must make application 
in writing to the President or Library Committee, specifying their 
Christian and Surnames, Rank or Profession, and Residence. 

Tickets of Admission are granted for Six Months, at the expiration 
‘of which time, application must be made for their renewal. 

Readers taking extracts from any book may not lay the paper on 
which they write on any part of such book, nor may any tracings be 
taken from any plate without the permission of the Committee. 

Books belonging to the College are not to be written upon, and any 
one observing a defect in a book is requested to report the same to the 
Librarian. 

Readers desirous of consulting works not in the Library are requested 
to communicate their wishes, in writing, to the Librarian, in order that 
the same may be reported to the Committee. 

The Admission Tickets are not transferable. 

Every person, upon admission to the Library, is required to insert his 
Name and Address in a book provided for that purpose. 

Readers wishing to refer to any book are requested to furnish the 
Librarian with the Title or Number thereof, written on a slip of paper, 
and to return such book to the Librarian, before quitting the Library.

“ XXXIII. And be it further enacted, —That the Justices in General 
or Quarter Sessions assembled, shall and they are hereby required from 
time to time to appoint a Surgeon, being a Member of one of the Royal 
Colleges of Surgeons, to each of the Prisons within their Jurisdiction to 
which this Act shall extend; and every such Surgeon shall and is 
hereby required to visit every Prison to which he shall be so appointed 
twice at least in every week, and oftener if necessary, and to see every 
Prisoner confined therein, whether Criminal or Debtor, and to report to 
every General or Quarter Sessions the Condition of the Prison, and the — 
state of Health of the Prisoners under his care; and he shall further 
keep a Journal, in which he shall enter the date of every attendance on 
the Performance of the Duty, with any observations which may occur 
to him in the execution thereof, and shall sign the same with his name; 
and such Journal shall be kept in the Prison, but shall regularly be 
laid before the Justices for their inspection at every Quarter Sessions, 
and shall be signed by the Chairman of the Sessions in proof of the 
same having been there produced; and it shall and may be lawful for 
the Justices, at every Quarter Sessions after such Appointment, to 
direct a reasonable Sum to be paid as Salary to sueh Surgeon, and also 
such sums of Money as shall be due for Medicines and other Articles 
for the Sick.” 

SUBGEONS MAY NOT BE JURORS. 


Extract of a Clause of the Act of 6th George the 1Vth, cap. 50, 
exempting persons from serving on Juries or Inquests.

REGULATIONS, 


| To be observed by Students intending to qualify themselves to practice 
as Apothecaries in England and Wales. 1845. 


Every Candidate for a Certificate of Qualification to practise as an 
Apothecary, will be required to produce Testimonials. 

1. Of having served an apprenticeship of not lees than five years to 
an Apothecary. 

No gentleman practising as an Apothecary in England and Wales ean 
give his apprentice a legal title to examination, unless he is himself 
legally qualified to practise as an Apothecary, either by having been in 
practice prior to or on the Ist of August, 1815, or by having received 
a certificate of his qualification from the Court of Examiners. An ap- 
prenticeship for. not less than five years to Surgeons practising as 
Apothecaries in Ireland and Scotland gives to the apprentice a title to 
be admitted to examination. 

2. Of having attained the full age of twenty-one years: 

As evidence of age, a copy of the baptismal register will be required 
in every case, where it can possibly be procured. 

3. Of good moral conduct: 

A testimony of moral character from the gentleman to whom the 
Candidate has been an apprentice, will always be more satisfactory than 
from any other person. 

4, And of having pursued a Course of Medical Study in conformity 
with the Regulations of the Court. 
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COURSE OF STUDY. 


Every Candidate whose attendance on Lectures commenced on or 
after the Ist of October, 183, must have attended the following Lec- 
tures and Medical Practice during not less than three Winter and two 
Summer Sessions: each Winter Session to consist of not less than six 
months, and to commence not sooner than the first nor later than the 
J5th of October; and each Summer Session to extend from the Ist of 
May to the 31st of July. 

First WINTER Sxssion.—Chemistry; Anatomy and Physiology; 
Anatomical Demonstrations ; Materia Medica and Therapeutics: this 
course may be divided into two parts of fifty Lectures each, one of 
which may be attended in the summer. 

First SUMMER SEssi0n.——Botany and Vegetable Physiology ; 
either before or after the Winter Session. 

SrconD WINTER Skssion.—Anatomy and Physiology; Anatomical 
Demonstrations; Dissections ; Principles and Practice of Medicine. 

SECoND SUMMER SEssion.—Forensic Medicine. 

THIRD WINTER SEsSsSion.—Dissections; Principles and Practice of 
Medicine. 

Midwifery, and the Diseases of Women and Children, two courses, 
in separate Sessions, and subsequent to the termination of the first 
Winter Session. 

Practical Midwifery, at any time after the conclusion of the first 
course of Midwifery Lectures. 

Medical Practice during the full term of eighteen months, from or 
after the commencement of the second Winter Session; twelve months 
at a recognised Hospital, and six months at a recognised Hospital, or a 
recognised Dispensary ; in connexion with the Hospital attendance, a 
course of CLinicaL LEcTURES, and instruction in MorBip ANATOMY 
will be required. 

The sessional course of instruction in each subject of study is to 
consist of not less than the following number of Lectures :—One hun- 
dred on Chemistry ; one hundred on Materia Medica and Therapeutics ; 
one hundred on the Principle and Practice of Medicine; sixty on Mid- 
wifery, and the Diseases of Women and Children; fifty on Botany and 
Vegetable Physiology. 

Kivery EXAMINATION Of an hour’s duration will be deemed equivalent 
to a Lecture.* 

The Lectures required in each course must be given on separate 
days. 

The Lectures on Anatomy and Physiology, and the Anatomical De- 
monstrations, must be in conformity with the regulations of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of London in every respect. 

Students must also produce testimonials of attendance on a course of 
Clinical Lectures; of instruction in Practical Chemistry and Morbid 
Anatomy; and of having dissected the whole of the human body once 
at least; without which testimonials the Candidate cannot be admitted 
to examination. 

The above course of study may be extended over a longer period than

RECOGNITION OF |.ECTURERS AND SCHOOLS. 


No Member of the Court of Examiners will be recognised as a Lec- 
turer on any branch of Medical Science. 

The Court will not recognise any Lecturer unless he lectures in con- 
nexion with a recognised Medical School; nor will they recognise a 
Lecturer on more than two branches of Medical Science; nor until he 
has produced very satisfactory testimonials of his attainments in the 
science he purposes to teach, and of his ability as a teacher thereof, 
from at least two persons of acknowledged talents and distinguished 
acquirements in the particular branch of scieuce in question; and also 
given a public course of Lectures on the subject he purposes to teach, 
but if, after such preliminary Course, the Lecturer shal] be recognised, 
Certificates of Attendance on that Course will be received. 

Satisfactory assurance must also be given that the Teacher is in pos- 
session of the means requisite for the full illustration of his Lectures, 
viz., that he has, if lecturing— 

On Chemistry, a Laboratory and competent Apparatus ; 

On Materia Medica, a Museum sufficiently extensive ; 

On Botany, a Hortus Siccus, Plates or Drawings, and recent 
Plants ; 

On Midwifery, a Museum, and such Appointment in a Public In- 
stitution as may afford the means of practical Instruction to 
the Pupils. 

The Lecturer on the Principles and Practice of Medicine, if he lec- 
tures in London, must be a Member of the Royal College of Physicians 
of London; and if in a provincial town, either a Member of the Royal 
Cullege of Physicians of London, or a graduated Doctor of Medicine of 
a British University of four years’ standing, unless prior to his graduation 
he had been for four years a Licentiate of this Court. 

The Lecturer on Materia Medica and Therapeutics must be a Mem- 
ber of the Royal College of Physicians, or a graduated Doctor of Medi- 
cine of a British University of four years’ standing; or he mnst have 
been a Licentiate of this Court for the same period. 

The Lecturer on Midwifery must be a Member of one of the legally 
constituted Colleges of Physicians or Surgeons in the United Kingdom, 
of four years’ standing, or he must have been a Licentiate of this Court 
for the same period. 

The names of the Lecturers recognised by the Court may be known 
on application to the Secretary, at the Hall of the Society. 

The Certificates of Tenchers recognised by the constituted Medical 
Authorities in Dublin, Kdinburgh, Glasgow, and Aberdeen, as also 
those of the Medical Professors in Foreign Universities, are received by. 
the Court. 

Much inconvenience having arisen from the presentation of Sche- 
dules signed by Lecturers unknown to the Court, it is particularly re- 
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quested that the Registrars of the Medical Schools will furnish a cor- 
rect list of their recognised Teachers to the Secretary of this Court, at 
the commencement of every Winter Session. 

No Hospital will be recognised by the Court, unless— 

1. It contain at least one hundred beds. 

2. It be under the care of two or more Physicians, Members of tlic 
Royal College of Physicians of London, or graduated Doctors of Medi- 
cine of a British University. 

3. The Physicians give a regular course of Clinical Lectures and in- 
struction in Morbid Anatomy. 

4. The Apothecary be legally qualified, either by having been in 
practice prior to the lst of August, 1815, or by having received a Cer- 
tificate of qualification from this Court. 

_ No Dispensary will be recognised by the Court, unless it be situated 
in some town where there is a recognised Medical School, and be under 
the care of at least two Physicians and an Apothecary legally qualified. 

No Medical Practice will be available, unless it be attended in con- 
formity with the Course of Study prescribed for Pupils.

REGISTRATION OF TESTIMONIALS. 


All Testimonials must be given on a printed Schedule, with which 
Students will be supplied at the time of their first Registration :— 

In London, at this Hall. 

In Edinburgh, at Messrs. MacLachlan and Stewart's, booksellers. 

In Dublin, at Messrs. Hodges and Smith’s, booksellers. 

In the Provincial towns, from the Gentlemen who keep the Registers 
of the Medical Schools. | 

All Students, in London, are required personally to register the 
several classes for which they have taken Tickets; and those only will 
be considered as complying with the regulations of the Court whose 
names and classes in the register correspond with their Schedules. 

Tickets of admission to Lectures and Medical Practice must be regis- 
tered in the months of October and May; but no Ticket will be registered 
unless it be dated within seven days of the commencement of the course; 
and Certificates of attendance must be registered in the months of April 
and August. Due notice of the days and hours of such Registrations 
‘will be given from time to time. 

The Court also require Students at the Provincial Medical Schools 
to register their names in their own handwriting, with the Registrar of

each respective school, within the first twenty-one days of October, and 
first fourteen days of May; and to register their certificates of having 
duly attended Lectures or Medical Practice within fourteen days of the 
completion of such attendance.

EXAMINATION.

By the 22nd section of the Act of Parliament, no rejected Candidate 
for a certificate to practise as an Apothecary, can be re-examined until 
the expiration of six months from his former examination; and no re- 
jected Candidate as an assistant until the expiration of three months. 

The Court meet in the Hall every Thursday, where Candidates are 
required te attend at a Quarter before Four o’clock. 

The Act directs the following sums to be paid for certificates :— 

For London and within ten miles thereof, Ten Guineas. 

For all other parts of England and Wales, Six Guineas. 

Persons having paid the latter sum become entitled to practise in 
London, and within ten miles thereof, by paying Four Guineas in 
addition. 

For an Assistant's Certificate, Two Guineas.

The Appointments of Assistant-Surgeons rest with the Director- 
General, Sir James M‘Grigor. A Board of Medical Officers sits twice a 
week to examine all Candidates for Appointments in the Medical 
Department of the Army, as to their Professional Qualifications for the 
Service. In addition to the subjects mentioned in the subjoined 
Regulations, which are imperative, they are expected to be particularly 
well acquainted with—Ist, Tropical diseases, and diseases to which 
Soldiers are most liable; 2nd. Military Surgery; 3rd. Diseases of the 
Eye; 4th. Cutaneous Diseases; Willan’s Classification of this branch 
of Medicine, and Cullen’s Nosology of Diseases are referred to, because 
the Army Medical Returns are made in conformity with their modes of 
nosological arrangement. They are required to translate, vivd voce, 
a passage from a Greek or Latin author, to have in their possession the 
most approved modern books on the various branches of Medicine and 
Surgery: those which are commonly met with in the Service are the 
Works of Hunter, Hennen, Guthrie, Cooper, Milligan, Ballingall, 
and Marshall on Examination of Recruits and Invalids; and those of 
Chisholm, Gregory, Bancroft, Blane, Burnet, Johnstone, and Annesley ; 
and Mason Good on Medicine and Diseases peculiar to warm Climates. 
‘They ure required to produce such works, with their names inscribed 
therein, in order the better to satisfy the Examiner that they are bond 
fide their own property. Blank forms to the following effect must be 
filled up at least to the extent of regulations, and sent in one clear 
week before the Candidate can be admitted for Examination. 

Form or CErtiFicaTE.—I, (Name, Christian name and Surname at 
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full length), Years of Age, a Candidate for employment in the 
Medical Department of the Army, do hereby attest my readiness to 
engage for general Service, whether at Home or Abroad, and to proceed 
on Duty immediately on being Gazetted. I declare my Age not to 
exceed Twenty-six Years; that I am unmarried, and that I labour under 
no mental nor constitutional disease, nor physical debility, that can 
interfere with the most efficient discharge of the duties of a Medical 
Officer. (Signature. ) 

I have pursued the undermentioned Course of Study, of which I am 
ready to produce the Vouchers for registry, and also a Certificate of my 
Age; namely, I possess Certificates of regular attendance of the under- 
mentioned Hospitals and Course of Lectures for the number of months 
stated (specifying as to Hospitals after the following Form) :—

QUALIFICATIONS.—l. In selecting from among the Candidates for 
the Medical Department of the Army, a preference is given to those 
who can fill up all the blanks in a given Form, by having their acquire- 
ments there stated: but the name of no Gentleman can be placed on 
the List who does not possess the Diploma of either of the Colleges of 
Surgeons of London, Edinburgh, or Dublin, and who cannot produce 
the following Testimonials :—18 Months’ attendance at an Hospital of 
celebrity, where the average number of In-patients is not less than 
100; 24 Months’ Anatomy; 12 Months’ Practical Anatomy; 12 Months’ 
Surgery, or (what is preferred) 6 Months’ Surgery and 6 Months’ 
Military Surgery; 8 Months’ Clinical Surgery, a complete Course of 
two or three Lectures during the Week; 12 Months’ Practice of Phy- 
sic, or 6 Months’ Practice of Physic and 6 Months of General Patho- 
logy; 8 Months’ Clinical Lectures on Physic, the same as required in 
Surgery; 12 Months’ Chemistry; 6 Months’ Practical Chemistry ; 
4 Months’ Botany; 4 Months’ Materia Medica; 3 Months’ Practical 
Pharmacy, or an Apprenticeship; 6 Months’ Natural History; 6 Months’ 
Midwifery; and 6 Months’ Natural Philosophy. 

2. The Candidates must be unmarried, not beyond Twenty-six Years 
of Age, nor under Twenty-one. 

3. Candidates who have bad a University education, and have the 
Degree of A.B. or M.A., as well as that of M.D., will be preferred ; but 
a liberal Education, and a competent knowledge of the Greek and Latin 
languages are indispensably necessary in every Candidate. . 

4, The greater the attainments of the Candidates in various branches 
of science, in addition to competent professional knowledge, the more 
eligible will they subsequently be deemed for professional Service; as 
selections for Promotions will be guided, more by reference to such 
acquirements than to mere seniority. 

6. Although the British Schools are specified, it is to be understood 
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that Candidates who have received a regular education in approved 
Foreign Universities or Schools, will be admitted to examination. 

6. With the exception of Practice of Physic and Clinical Medicine 
by one teacher, Candidates must have attended separate Lectures for 
each branch of science. 

7. Diplomas, tickets of attendance on lectures, and certificates of re- 
gular attendance by each professor or lecturer, must be lodged at the 
office for examination and registry at least one week before the Candi- 
date appears for examination, and likewise certificates of moral conduct 
and character—one of them by a Clergyman: that of the parochial 
minister being desirable. Baptismal certificates are required at the same 
time; if the parish register cannot be resorted to, an affidavit from one 
of the parents, or some person who can attest the fact, will be accepted. 

8. The certificates of the teacher of Practical Anatomy must state 
the number of subjects or parts dissected by the pupil. 

9. Certificates of Lectures and attendance must be from Physicians 
or Surgeons of the recognised Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons in 
the United Kingdom, or of foreign universities. 

10. A certificate of proficiency in the Art of Cupping, from Mr. Maple- 
son, whose fee is lJ. Is. 

All communications are to be forwarded unsealed, under cover, to 
the Right Hon. the Secretary at War; with the words, “ Army Medical 
Department” at the corner, unless prepaid. Before the selected Candi- 
dates can be gazetted, they are obliged to pass through a kind of proba- 
tionary period of service of a few months’ duration at Chatham, until a 
vacancy is declared; where, notwithstanding Ite resides at his own ex- 
peuse, he has to undertake his full share of all the medical duties pertain- 
ing to the establishment. This arrangement was made by the Director- 
General to obviate unreasonable complaints, and to ensure that the 
Candidate be fit, by his capabilities and conduct, for the duties attached 
to the appointment.

The appointment of assistant-surgeon in the Royal Navy is in the 
gift of the Director General, Sir W. Burnett, before whom the candi- 
date has to pass an examination, “touching his qualification in all the 
necessary branches and points of medicine and surgery for each of the 
steps in the Navy medical] service.” 

Qualifications of Candidates.—No person will be admitted as an 
assistant surgeon in the Royal Navy, who shall not produce a certifi- 
cate from one of the Royal Colleges of Surgeons of London, Edinburgh, 
or Dublin, of his fitness for that office. The fee for which at the Royal 
College of Surgeons in London is 5/. 5s. 

No person will be admitted as a surgeon, unless he shall produce a 
diploma or certificate from one of the royal colleges above mentioned, 
founded on an examination to be passed subsequently to his appoint- 
ment as assistant surgeon, as to his fitness to become surgeon in the 
Navy. 

In every case, candidates who may have provided themselves with 
such certificate or diploma, have to undergo a further examination before 
Sir W. Burnett. 

They will be required to produce proof, of having received a classical 
education, and particularly that they possess a competent knowledge of 
Latin; also 

That they are of good moral character, the certificate of which must 
be signed by the clergyman of the parish, or by a magistrate of the 
district. 

That they have served an apprenticeship, or have been engaged for 
not less than six months in practical pharmacy. 

That their age be not less than twenty years, nor more than twenty- 
four years; and that they are unmarried. 

That they have actually attended an hospital in London, Edinburgh, 
Dublin, Glasgow, or Aberdeen, for two years subsequently to the age of 
eighteen, in which the average number of patients is not less than 150. 

That they have been engaged in actual dissections of the human 
- body twelve months; the certificate of which, from the teacher, must 
state the number of subjects or parts dissected by the candidate. 

That they have attended lectures, &c., on the following subjects, at 
established schools of eminence, by physicians or surgeons of the 
recognised Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons in the United-King- 
dom, for periods not less than hereunder stated; observing, however, 
that such lectures will not be admitted if the teacher sliould lecture on 
more than one branch of science, or if the lectures on anatomy, sur- 
gery, and medicine, be not attended during three distinct winter ses- 
sions of six months each. 
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Anatomy (or general anatomy, 12 months, and comparative ana- 
* tomy, 6 months), 18 months.— Surgery (or general surgery, 12 months, 
and military surgery, 6 months), 18 months.— Theory of medicine. 
Practice of medicine.—If the lectures on the theory and practice of 
medicine are given in conjunction, then the period required is 18 
months; (6 months’ lectures on pathology, if given at a university 
where there may be a professorship on that branch of science, will be 
admitted in lieu of 6 months’ lectures on the pra:tice of medicine). 
Clinical lectures at an hospital as above (or the practice of medicine 
6 months, or the practice of surgery 6 months), 12 months.—Che- 
mistry (or lectares on chemistry, 3 months, and practical chemistry, 
3 months), 6 months.—-Materia medica, 6 months.—Midwifery, 
accompanied by certificates stating the number of midwifery cases per- 
sonally attended, 6 months.—Botany (or general botany, 3 months, 
and medical botany, 3 months), 6 months. 

In addition to the tickets for the lectures, certificates must be pro- 
duced from the professors, &c., by whom the lectures were given, stating 
the periods (in months) actually attended to by the candidates. The 
time also of actual attendance at an hospital or intirmary must be 
certified; and the ticket, as well as certificates of attendance, age, moral 
character, &c., must be produced by the candidate immediately on his 
being desired to appear for examination. 

Although the above are the only qualifications which are absolutely 
required in candidates for the appointment of assistant-surgeon, a 
favourable consideration will be given to the cases of those who have 
obtained the degree of M.D. at either of the Universities of Oxford, 
Cambridge, Edinburgh, Dublin, Glasgow, or London; or who, by pos- 
sessing a knowledge of diseases of the eye, and of any branch of science 
connected with the profession, such as medical jurisprudence, natural 
history, natural philosophy, &e., appear to be more peculiarly eligible for 
admission into the service, observing, however, that lectures on these 
or any other subjects cannot be admitted as compensating for any defi- 
ciency in those required by the regulations. 

By the rules of the service, no assistant-surgeon can be promoted 
to the rank of surgeon until he shall have served three years in the 
former capacity, one year of which must be in a ship actually employed 
at sea; and it is resolved that not any diploma or certificate of exami- 
nation from either of the aforesaid royal colleges, shall be admitted 
toward the qualification fer surgeon, unless the diploma or certificate 
shall be obtained on an examination passed after a period of not lesa 
than three years’ actual service, observing that no one can be admitted 
to an examination for surgeon unless he be a member of one of the 
above-named royal colleges. 

Whenever assistant-surgeons already in the service, whose profes- 
sional education may not be in accordance with the above, obtain leave 
to study previously to their passing for surgeon, they will be required 
on their examination to produce testimonials of their having availed 
themselves of the period of leave, to complete their education agreeably 
to these regulations. 

It is also to be observed, that candidates who may be admitted into 
the naval medical service, must serve in whatever ships, &¢., they 
may be appointed to; and that in the event of their being unable to do 
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s0 from sea-sickness, their names cannot be continued on the naval 
medical list, nor can they, of course, be allowed half-pay.—1844. 

The selected candidate for naval medical service is required, before 
he is gazetted, as in the case of candidates of the like description in 
the army medical service, to pass through a probationary period of 
service, wherein they are occupied in the same manner as when fully 
appointed. This interval extends to two years; but the candidate re- 
ceives pay, and is rated as acting assistant-surgeon, still liable, how- 
ever, to be removed, precisely as in the case with the army-assistant, 
during an analogous period, without the preliminaries of a court-martial.

The appointment of candidates for the ordnance medical depart- 
ment, like that of gentlemen cadets for the military service, is entirely 
in the patronage of the Master-General of the Ordnance, and not in 
that of the superior medical officers. 

Provisional List.—Medical students who have completed their twen- 
tieth year, who have been well instructed in the Latin and Greek lan- 
guages, the elements of mathematics, and natural philosophy, and who 
can produce satisfactory proofs of being diligent in the study of their 
profession, and the sciences connected with it, may be entered in the 
provisional list of gentlemen desirous of being admitted candidates for 
employment in the ordnance medical department. A knowledge also 
of modern languages, though not indispensable at the time of provi- 
sional reception, is highly desirable and will be duly appreciated. 

Candidates.—No applicant is to be received on the list of candidates 
before he is twenty-two, nor retained on it after he is twenty-five years 
of age. The age of every individual must be verified by a certificate of 
his baptism, if it can be procured; but if not, by a solemn declaration 
of one of his parents, or of some other person who can attest the date 
of his birth. 

Qualifications.—Every candidate must bring proof of having dili- 
gently gone through the following branches of professional education :— 

1. Of having served five years to a surgeon and apotheeary, if edu- 
cated in England; but if not, qualification in the practice of medicine 
and pharmacy equivalent thereto. 

2. Of having attended the practice of surgery in a recognised hospi- 
tal or hospitals, where clinical instruction is constantly given, for three 
years, three months being allowed for a vacation in each year. 

3. Of having attended the undermentioned lectures :— 

Anatomical lectures, demonstrations, dissections; three anatomical 
seasons or sessions. Morbid anatomy and patholegy; one course. 
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Lectures on the principles and practice of surgery, delivered in two 
distinct periods or sessions; two courses, each comprising 70 lectures, 
or one course of surgery and one of military surgery. Natural history 
or comparative anatomy; one course. Chemistry; one course, of 100 
lectures. Botany; one conrse. Materia medica and therapeutics ; 
one course, of 100 lectures. Lectures on the principles and practice 
of medicine; two courses, eaeh 100 lectures, second and third winters. 
Medical practice, with clinical lectures, 18 months, commencing the 
second session; viz., 12 months in a reeognised hospital, and the re- 
maining 6 months either in a recognised hospital or a dispensary. 
Medical jurisprudence with toxicology; one course, of 50 lectures. 
Midwifery ; two courses, each of 60 lectyres, second and third sessions. 
Practical midwifery (not less than 30 cases); after the conclusion of 
the first course on midwifery lectures, a certificate of having passed the 
usual examination is to be produced. Diseases of the eye (with at- 
tendance on patients of that class); one course. 

4. He must produce a diploma from either of the colleges of London, 
Edinburgh, or Dublin; and if not a graduated M.D. of Scotland or Ire- 
land, after having actually passed an examination in the university 
where he has obtained his degree; a certificate, also, of qualification 
from the Society of Apothecaries, in London. 

It is likewise expected that candidates shall have attended establish- 
ments for the cure of diseases of the ear and skin, and for the treatment 
of patients affected with mental derangement.* 

The moral conduct and character of each individual must be certified 
by the gentlemen to whose care bis education was confided, and also by 
a clergyman who, if practicable, should be the incumbent, or officiating 
minister of the parish in which the applicant usually resides. 

The candidate is required to sign, before the Board that is appointed 
to examine him and to report upon his professional qualifications, a 
Decluration to the effect that he has no complaint whatever which can 
interfere with the effective performance of his duty; that he is unmar- 
ried; that he enters upon his duties with a full conviction of their im- 
portance; that he will endeavour to improve his Judgment by habitual 
study and attention; that he is perfectly ready to perform every part of 
his duty in pharmacy and surgery, including the daily preparation of 
medicines and the dressing of ulcers, and to undertake any duties that 
justly belong to his department of the service, without regard to dis- 
tance or climate; that he will conciliate his brother officers, and cau- 
tiously avoid every engagement, especially of a pecuniary nature, beyond 
his power to fulfil. 

The ordnance department, which is but a seetion of the army ser- 
vice, is of course proportionably himited in the numbers of its medical 
staff. Upon an average, ene vacancy only occurs once in three years; 
it is, therefore, far from improbable that a candidate’s name may remain

The appointment of assistant-surgeon of the East India service is in 
the patronage of the directors. A form of certificate, printed expressly 
for the purpose of the blanks being properly filled and signed previously 
to the assistant-surgeon being nominated, can be obtained by application 
at the Cadet-office, East India House. Assistant-surgeons, with these 
certificates duly signed by the person who obtained their nomination 
from the director, are desired to present themselves to Mr. Clarke by 
ten o'clock in the morning, in order that they may have their nomina- 
tions prepared against either the meeting of the committee, or the 
arrival of the nominating director. 

Age.—The only restrictions to age refers to the candidate not being 
less than twenty-two years old; nor is he required to be unmarried, as 
is the case with candidates for the public service. But on the point of 
age, he must produce bis baptismal register, or make a declaration in 
conformity with a blank form, with which he is also provided on appli- 
cation at the Cadet-office. 

Qualifications in Surgery.—The assistant-surgeon, upon receiving a 
nomination, will be furnished with a letter to the court of examiners of 
the Royal College of Surgeons, to be examined in surgery, and their cer- 
tificate will be deemed a satisfactory testimonial of his qualification; 
but should the assistant-surgeon be previously in possession of a 
diploma from the Royal College of Surgeons of London, or of the 
Colleges of Surgeons of Dublin or Edinburgh, or of the College and 
University of Glasgow, or of the Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons 
of Glasgow—either of them will be deemed satisfactory as to his know- 
ledge of surgery, without any further examivation. He is also required 
to produce a certificate from the cupper of a London hospital, ef his 
dexterity in the art of cupping. 

Qualifications in Physic.—The assistant-surgeon will also be re- 
quired to pass an examination, by the company’s examining physicien, 
in the practice of physic, in which examination will be included as much 
anatomy and physiology as is necessary for understanding the causes 
and treatment of internal diseases, as well as the art of prescribing and 
compounding medicines; he will then be required to produce satis- 
factory proof of his having attended at least two courses of lectures om 
the practice of physic; but above all, a certificate of having attended 
diligently the practice of the physicians at some general hospital in 
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London for six months, or at least some general hospital in the county 
(within the United Kingdom) for six months; provided such provincial 
hospital contain at least, on the average, 100 in-patients, and have at- 
taciied to it a regular establishment of physicians as well as surgeons. 
No attendance on the practice of a physician at any dispensary will be 
admitted. 

The assistant-surgeon is also required, af a condition to his appoint- 
ment, to subscribe to the military or medical retiring fund at his re- 
spective presidency. 

The assistant-surgeon is required, by resolution of the Court of the 
21st of May, 1828, to apply at the Office for Cadets and Assistant-Sur- 
geons for his orders for embarkation, and actually proceed under such 
orders, within three months from the date of being passed and sworn 
before the committee for passing military appointments. He will then 
be furnished with an order to obtain the certificate of his appointment, 
signed by the secretary, for which he will pay a fee of 5/. in the secre- 
tary’s office. 

General Cautions.—Notice is hereby given, that should it be dis- 
covered, at the time the assistant-surgeon is appointed, or at any subse- 
quent period, that his appointment has been obtained by purchase, or 
agreement to pay any pecuniary or valuable consideration whatsoever, 
either directly or indirectly, when the appointment is completed, the 
assistant-surgeon will not only be dismissed, and rendered ineligible to 
hold any situation in the East India Company’s service, under the reso- 
Jution of the Court of the 9th of August, 1809, but all the parties con- 
cerned in procuring the appointment surreptitiously, or in disposing of, 
or receiving the same under such circumstances, will subject themselves, 
individually and collectively, to a criminal prosecution for a misde- 
meanour, under the Act of the 49th George III., cap. 126; and the 
Court of Directors of the East India Company do hereby declare that 
they will prosecute any person or persons who shall hereafter engage in 
such illicit traffic. 

The assistant-surgeon will receive no pay until his arrival in India— 
in fact, it is only then that he receives his appointment. He must pay 
his own passage out, which will cost him about 90/. During the first 
six months after his arrival, he is attached to the presidency garrison 
hospital, where he has an opportunity of obtaining some insight into 
the diseases peculiar to tropical climates, and of providing himself with 
regimental and canteen equipments, surgical instruments, &c. His 
pay and rank are then equal to those of a lieutenant. 

Pay, per month of 30 days.— Assistant, to Cavalry in garrison, 28/. 
As. 2d., in the field, 30/. 58. 10d.; Znfantry in garrison, 18/. 13s. 4d., 
in the field, 21/. 38. 4d. Surgeon, rank and pay of captain. Cavalry 
in garrison, 31/, 18s. 4d., in the field, 467. 12s. 1ld.; Infantry in garri- 
son, dll. 188. 4d., in the field, 34. 5s. 

In addition to this pay, both ranks of surgeons receive some additional 
consideration, in proportion to the number of companies of troops placed 
under their charge. 

Superintending Surgeon (rank of lieutenant-colonel), 131/. 5s. per 
month; when promoted to the medical board (rank of colonel), 20-42. 
3s. 4d. Besides these ordinary appointments, there is in all the 
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establishments a certain number of garrison surgeons and assistant- 
surgeons on staff-pay. 

Furlough.—Unless in case of sickness, officers are not entitled to 
their rotation of leave of absence under ten years of service. Assistant- 
surgeons on furlough receive per annum 118/. 2s. Gd.; surgeons, 1962. 
12s. Pay ceases after two years and a half of absence from India. 
Officers under ten years of service may have a furlough for one year, 
on the plea of urgent private affairs, without pay. 

Retirement.—After twenty-five years’ service (including three years’ 
furlough), the officer is allowed the pay of his rank. Members of the 
Board of two years’ standing (not less than twenty years in India) are 
allowed 500/. per annum ; of three years’ standing, 700/. Superintend- 
ing surgeons, under like restrictions, 300/. and 3651. per annum. All 
other surgeons, and assistant-surgeons, after twenty years’ service (in- 
cluding three for furlough, are allowed the pay of their rank. 

For the benefit of officers who have served less than three years, and 
are obliged to retire on account of ill health, an allowance is granted 
from Lord Clive’s fund, provided they possess less than a specified 
amount of private property. 

Appointments take place by rotation. The average time required to 
ascend the list of assistant-surgeons to the rank of full surgeon is 
fifteen years.

This hospital receives within its walls nearly 6000 in-patients 
annually, and its out-patients and casualties amount to more than 
50,000 annually. It contains 530 beds, of which 355 are allotted to 
surgical, and 175 to medical cases. One of the assistant physicians 
sees the medical out-patients and casualty cases daily, between eleven 
and two, and one of the assistant-surgeons sees the surgical out- 
patients daily, between twelve and two. The surgical casualty-patients 
are seen at all hours in the surgery by the house-surgeons and dressers. 
Surgical operations on Saturday, at one. Dr. Roupell, Dr. Burrows, 
Mr. Lawrence, and Mr. Stanley, deliver clinical lectures during the 
summer session. Inspections of morbid anatomy, in the pathological 
theatre, as opportunities offer—of the medical cases, by Dr. Ormerod, 
under the superintendence of the physicians; of the surgical cases, by 
the house-surgeons, under the superintendence of the surgeons. 


COLLEGIATE ESTABLISHMENT. 


Warden, Mr. Paget.—The immediate superintendence of this es- 
tablishment is entrusted to the resident warden, and allits arrangements 
are under the control of the treasurer and a committee of governors. 
Students attending the practice of the hospital, or the lectures in the 
medical school, are admitted to residence on the recommendation of a 
medical officer of the hospital, which may be obtained on adducing 
satisfactory evidence of good moral character. A matriculation or 
entrance fee of two guineas is paid by each student on his coming into 
residence. Resident students dine in the hall each day, unless notice 
of their intention to be absent be given to the manciple before ten in the 
morning. They cannot be absent from their rooms after twelve at night, 
without giving notice to the warden, and their friends must leave by that 
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hour. No student may absent himself for any night during the session, 
without permission of the warden. Non-resident students can dine in 
the hall, if they give timely notice of their intention. The terms for 
residence, board, firing, attendance, &c. &c., are, according to the rooms 
occupied, from 29s. 6d. to 35s. per week. The warden attends per- 
ticularly to the studies of the resident students. 


SCHOOL. 


The demonstrators of anatomy, Mr. M‘Whinnie and Mr. Holden 
attend daily from half-past ten till half-past two, to guide the students 
in their dissections. The dissecting-rooms are open from seven in the 
morning till four in the afternoon. An ample supply of subjects for 
dissection is provided, at a moderate expense, during the winter session. 
Morbid anatomy, by Mr. Paget, will be taught in connexion with the 
natural structures, and will be principally illustrated by the changes of 
structure discovered after death in the patients of the hospital. The 
pupils of the midwifery class attend upwards of 600 women every year, 
among the patients of a neighbouring charity: and the more advanced 
pupils have the opportunity of witnessing instrumental and difficult 
labours, and some of the cases of the diseases df women which occur 
among the patients of the hospital. Reports are taken of all the cases, 
and a weekly meeting is held forthe purpose of reading and commenting 
upon them. Gentlemen who have attended two courses of lectures on 
midwifery are eligible, subject to the approval of the physicians, for the 
office of house-surgeon to the General Lying-in Hospital. Herborizing 
excursions are sometimes substituted in the summer for a lecture on 
botany. The classes are generally subjected to examination every week. 


PRIZES AND HONORARY DISTINCTIONS. 


A competition is open in each class to those students who have not 
received any licence or diploma qualifying them for practice, and who 
have not exceeded their period of four years from their first attendance on 
the respective classes, or on the medical or surgical practice. 

Wix Prize.—The subject proposed for this year’s composition is— 
the connexion between revealed religion and the study of the physical 
sciences. The adjudicators are—the vicar, the senior physician, and the 
senior surgeon. The composition is to be presented to the Rev. S. Wix, 
at his residence, on or before the Ist March, 1847. 

Bentley Prize.—This prize will be awarded to the hospital student 
who shall have delivered to the medical officers the best report of medi- 
cal cases, which have occurred in the hospital during the preceding year. 
The reports should comprise the histories, progress, treatment, and 
results of not less than twelve cases, with observations. The judges 
are the physicians and surgeons of the hospital, to either of whom the 
reports are to be presented on or before the 3lst March, 1847. 

Collegiate Prize.—A silver inkstand will be awarded by the treasurer 
to the resident student who gains the highest honours in the class ex- 
aminations. 

Scholarships.—At the end of each winter session there are examina- 
tions for one, or for two scholarships: of 45/. a year, each tenable for 
three years. In the present year (1847) there will be one such scholar 
ship awarded. 
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The Abernethian Society, consisting chiefly of students, meets in the 
mar kd on Thursday evenings, at eight P.M.; annual subscription,

Museums.—The anatomical museum and the musenm of materia 
medica are open daily to students, from eleven till half-past two. The 
botanical museum is open to the students from eleven till half-past two, 
daily, during the summer season. 

MEDICAL AND PHILOsOPHIcAY. LiIBRARY.—This library contains 
nearly four thousand volumes, and the principal medical periodicals, 
Pupils of the hospital or school are entitled, on payment of 1/. 10s., to 
the use of the library for an unlimited period; or, on payment of 11. 1s., 
to the same privilege for one year. Each subscriber is allowed to retain 
in his possession three volumes at a time. 

READING-ROOM.—Is open for the use of the students every day, for 
three years, on payment of 10s.; during the winter session, from ten 
until half-past two, and from four till seven; and during the summer 
session, from ten till three. 


ST. THOMAS’S HOSPITAL.

This hospital contains nearly five hundred beds; number of patients 
annually attended, 36,000. A clinical lecture is delivered by one of the 
physicians and one of the surgeons every week, at twelve. ‘The pl:y- 
sicians make their visits at twelve. Dr. Leeson, Dr. Goolden, and Dr. 
Bennett, see out-patients Thursdays and Fridays, at twelve; Dr. Cape 
and Dr. Waller, Fridays. Mr. Green makes his visits Wednesdays and 
Saturdays, at twelve; Mr. South, Tuesdays and Fridays; Mr. Mack- 
murdo, Mondays and Thursdays. Mr. Solly, Mr. B. Travers, and Mr. 
F. Le Gros Clark, see the out-patients Mondays and Wednesdays, at 
nine. Mr. Mackmurdo attends the ophthalmic ward Mondays, at one; 
and the out-patients Tliursdays, at the same hour. Surgical opera- 
tions, Saturdays, at one. Mr. E. Saunders, attends dental surgery, 
Thursdays, at twelve. Post-mortem examinations by Dr. Munk, at 
one P.M. Mr. Whitfield, the apothecary, receives pupils for pharmacy 
and pharmaceutical manipulations. Gentlemen entering to the prec- 
tice of this hospital have the privilege of attending the ophthalmic 
wards, and are admitted to the museum, library, and botanic garden, as 
long as they continue their studies. The museum is open daily, from 
twelve to four. An annual examination is held in the spring, after which 
prizes and honorary certificates are publicly distributed to the most 
proficient in each of the different classes; and, in addition, a medal 
and honorary certificate for the best series of clinical medical reports 
and a medal and honorary certificate for the best series of clinical sur- 
gical reports from the wards of the hospital. Two six-months dresscr- 
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ships will be awarded to the two students who have passed the best 
examination iu surgery; and two clinical medical clerkships to the two 
found most efficient, upon examination, in medicine. 


SCHOOL. 


_ Dr. Gregory, who lectures on the exanthemata, illustrates his observa- 
tions on variola and its modifications by clinical remarks at the small- 
pox hospital, where vaccination is tanght practically. The lectures on 
midwifery are illustrated by clinical remarks and instruction on cases 
in the hospital, where beds are appropriated to diseases of the uterus. 
The pupils may attend Dr. Cape’s practice at the Royal Ivfirmary for 
Children, free of expense. The lectures on comparative anatomy and 
natural history, by Dr. Carpenter, are gratuitous to the hospital pupils. 
Dr. Marshal] Hall and Dr. Barker give a course of lectures on patho- 
logical anatomy in the summer, commencing in May. Mr. Mackmurdo’s 
lectures on ophthalmic surgery are free to the pupils of the surgical 
class, and Mr. Saunders’s lectures on dental surgery are free to the 
anatomical pupils.

The clinical wards are opened the first week in October, when lec- 
tures are given by the physicians. <A ward has been appropriated to 
diseases of children, under the care of Dr. Golding Bird, who will 
deliver a course of lectures upon their maladies. ‘Che eye infirmary, 
which pupils attend, is under the care of Mr. Morgan, surgeon, and 
Mr. France, assistunt-surgeon; attendance, Mondays and Fridays at 
ten. There is also a lying-in charity, to which the pupils have access, 
and a ward appropriated to female diseases, under the care of the phy- 
sician-accoucheur, by whom clinical lectures and instruction are given. 
Clinical instruction and lectures are delivered by the surgeons of the 
institution. The library, reading-ruoms, botanic garden, and museums, 
are open to the pupils daily. Pupils entering to the hospital practice 
are expected to produce testimonials as to moral character and general 
acquiremeuts. Connected with the institution are Physical and Clinical 
Societies.

The lectures 
on dental surgery are free to the anatomical pupils, who have also the 
privilege of studying Mr. Towne’s models made from Mr. Hilton’s dissec- 
tions. One morning in each week is devoted to the elucidation of 
structural anatomy by the aid of the microscope. Certificates will Le 
given in Apri], unless forfeited by irregalarity or non-attendance.

Demon- 
strations on morbid anatomy are given at the hospital throughout both 
sessions. The hospital contains 200 beds. 


SCHOOL. 


Pupils have daily admission to the anatomical museum and to the 
library and reading-rooms at the hospital and school. The house- 
surgeoncy is vacant in January ; the clinical clerkships are so in January 
and June. Pupils of the hospital and of the school are eligible as candi- 
dates: but their election is subject to the payment of eighty guineas per 
annum for the office of house-surgeon, and forty guineas per annum for 
that of clinical assistant.

This hospital contains 320 beds, of which 200 are allotted to sur- 
gical and 120 to medical cases. Attendance of the physicians and 
surgeons, daily, at one. Surgical operations on Thursday at one. The 
cases of diseases of the eye are seen separately in the hospital by 
Mr. Tatum every Monday and Friday. Clinical lectures are delivered 
during the Winter and Summer Sessions; and a course of lectures, 
illustrative of some important parts of Surgery, are delivered gra-. 
tuitously by Sir Benjamin Brodie. Pupils may be instructed in pharmacy 
in the laboratory and dispensary of the hospital. The pupils attend- 
ing the medical practice may become, when qualified, clinical clerks 
to the physicians, and those attending the surgical practice cliuical 
clerks to the surgeons. Pupils entering to the surgical practice for 
twelve months, are allowed in their turn to dress the patients for three 
months, and perpetual pupils for six months, without additional fee. 
The perpetual pupils are also eligible to be assistant house-surgeons for 
six months, and house-surgeons for twelve months (without additional 
fee), when properly qualified. The library, reading-room, museum, and 
herborium, are open to the students daily, under the usual restrictions.

The London Hospital contains 320 beds, of which 100 are allotted to 
medical and 220 to surgical cases. In the year 1845, 19,110 patients 
were relieved, including 3946 in-patients, and 15,485 out-patients. The 
accidents brought to the hospital during this year were 6555, including 
2051 in-patients and 4504 out-patients. 

One of the physicians and one of the surgeons attend daily; the 
latter at one o'clock; andone of the assistant-physicians and one of 
the assistant-surgeons daily at twelve. Casualties are received at all 
hours in the accident-room by the house-surgeon and dressers. Sur- 
gical operations, except in cases of emergency, are performed on Wed- 
nesdays, at one o'clock. Consulting physician in obstetric cases, 
Dr. F. H. Ramsbotham, who attends on Mondays at one P.M. 

The pupils enter under all the surgeons. Two in rotation remain in 
the hospital day and night for a week, and are provided with commons. 
Three dresserships are given annually to the pupils of the Anatomical 
Class, each pupil being previously required to dress the out-patients for 
one year. A house-surgeon is elected every three months, from the 
past dressers without any additional fee. He resides in the hospital, 
and is provided with commons. 

Clinical lectures will be given on medicine by Dr. Cobb, Dr. Framp- 
ton, and Dr. Little; and on surgery by Mr. Luke and Mr. Hamilton. 
The post-mortem examinations are under the superintendence of Dr. 
Herbert Davies, and take place, as opportunities occur, at two P.M. 
Microscopical demonstrations of morbid anatomy will be given by 
Dr. Parker. 

The anatomical museum is open daily to students from eleven a.m. 
totwo p.m. The reading-room is open daily from ten a.M. to four P.M. 
Gentlemen who have entered to the medical and surgical practice, or to 
two or more courses of lectures, will be admitted without any fee to 
the reading-room and to the privileges of the library, on depositing 
11., to be returned at the termination of the period of study at the Hos- 
pital.

PRIZES AND HONORARY DISTINCTIONS.

Hospital Prizes—Two gold medals will be annually awarded by the 
governors to such students, attending the medical and surgical prac- 
tice, as shall have most dstinguished themselves in the performance of 
their duties at the hospital. 


SCHOOL. 


Dr. Letheby delivers a course of comparative anatomy and physio- 
logy during the session, and during the summer session he will give a 
practical course of toxicological chemistry, consisting of an examina- 
tion of the effects of the several poisons upon living animals, and how 
the symptoms should be observed and reported. Each pupil will analyse 
for himself the contents of the stomach, so that he may be enabled to 
give evidence clearly in a court of justice. The course is intended 
principally for practitioners. Mr. Cragie lectures on the anotomy of the 
teeth and dental surgery. There is a valuable museum belonging to 
the Hospital; it contains nearly three thousand preparations. Several 
of the teachers receive pupils into their houses. 


MIDDLESEX HOSPITAL, CHARLES-STREET.

The hospital contains 250 beds; and upwards of 10,00Q out-patients 
are relieved annually. Each physician attends three times a week; aud 
each surgeon makes his visits twice a week, at a quarter past twelve. 
Clinical instruction is fully given by each of the physicians and surgeons. 

The out-patients are seen by the assistant-physician and assistant- 
surgeon at eight a.m. The cases of diseases of the eye are seen sepa- 
rately by Mr. De Morgan every Monday, Thursday, and Saturday, at 
half-past eleven; and Mr. Arnott attends in consultation on Saturdays. 
Diseases of the teeth are attended to by Mr. Tomes every Tuesday. 
Thursday, and Saturday, at eight a.M.; where instruction in dental 
surgery is given to the pupils. Dr. West attends on Wednesdays and 
Saturdays at twelve, to see cases of uterine and infantile disease, and 
to receive applications from women who are recommended to be attended 
during labour. Post-mortem examinations, by the assistant-physician 
or assistant-surgeon, at half-past one. 

The dressers are selected by the surgeons from among the pupils, 
without additional fee; and the senior dressers reside by turns in the 
hospital, free of expense. The house-surgeon is elected half-yea:ly 
from among the senior dressers, and boards and resides in the hLosyi- 
tal, free of expense. Pupils are also admitted to the clinical lectures, 
and to act as clinical clerks gratuitously. 

Practical instruction in pharmacy is given by Mr. Corfe, the apothe- 
cary to the hospital. 
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8CHOOL. 


Every branch of medicine required by the University of London, the 
College of Surgeons, and the Apothecaries’ Company, is taught in this 
school, and several supplementary courses are given. It contains a 
good museum, a spacious laboratory for practical instruction in chemistry, 
and other necessary accommodation. 

The pupils have admission to the museum and to a reading-room, 
furnished with the various medical periodicals. The distribution of ~ 
prizes takes place at the close of the winter session. 

Perpetual admission to all the lectures, 50/. Pupils may enter as 
general pupils to the school and hospital by the payment of 35/. the 
first year; 35/. the second year, and 15/. the third year: after which 
they will be considered as perpetual pupils of the School. 


UNIVERSITY COLLEGE HOSPITAL.

House surgeons, midwifery assistants, physicians’ clerks, and sur- 
geons’ dressers are selected from pupiis, students of the college, without 
additional payment, preference being given to those who, with equal 
moral character, have obtained the highest honours in the medical 
classes. The physicians and surgeons’ visits are made daily at 1 and 2, 
Kach physician visits his patients three times a week. In-patients are 
admitted daily at 11. Clinical instruction is given by the physician, 
and surgeons in their daily visits, and also by means of Icctures and 
examinations upon the cases. Lectures are delivered on clinical medi- 
cine four times a week—viz., once by Dr. Williams and Dr. Thomson, 
and twice by Dr. Walshe. Dr. Walshe, whose special duty it is to train 
the pupils in the practical study of disease, holds examinations ou the 
cases under his care once a week, as well as at the bed-side during 
the visits. A series of practical lessons and examinations on the phy- 
sical phenomena, and diagnosis of disease is also given by Dr. Walshe, 
to classes consisting of limited numbers, meeting at separate hours. 
This instruction is conducted in the wards, and is made as systematic 
as the cases available for illustration will permit. Surgical clinical 
lectures are given by Mr. Liston and Mr. Quain. 

Fellows’ Clinical Medals.—Fellows’ clinical medals, one gold and 
one silver, and certificates of honour, are awarded at the end of each of 
the college terms, winter and summer, to those pupils who have most 
distingnished themselves by reports and observations on the medical 
cases in the hospital. Competitors must be students of the college, 
and have complied with the regulations for competition. 


SCHOOL. 


Frequent examinations are held in every class. Medals and certifi- 
cates of honour are given in every class at the end of the term; but 
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those pupils only who have regularly attended the examinations will be 
admitted to contend for them. A sum of 40/. will be awarded in one or 
two exhibitions or prizes for general proficiency. The matriculation fee 
is two pounds, and it relieves the student, during the whole course of 
his study, from payment of the college fee of 10s., for one class, or LI. 
for two or more classes in each session. It also gives the student 
admission to the museum of anatomy, pathological drawing, and materia 
medica, and to the medical library, which is open from nine till eight 
during the session, and from nine till four during the vacation. The 
courses of the medical faculty are recognised by the universities of 
Scotland as academical courses.

Medical and surgieal clinical lectures are given’ by the physicians and 
surgeons of the hospital. Post-mortem examinations are performed 
under the superintendance of the physicians and surgeons. The mu- 
seum contains numerous instructive preparations of morbid and natural 
structure, models, casts, drawings, diagrams, &c., for illustrating the 
various leciures, together with a cabinet of materia medica. Awards of 
gold and silver medals for superior attainments, will take place at the 
end of the winter session. 

SCHOOL. 


Demonstrations of operative surgery, applications of bandages, splints, 
and other mechanical means of cure, are given by Mr. Hancock; micro- 
scopical demonstrations are occasionally made by Mr. Wharton Jones, 
and the anatomical lecturers give a course of lectures on pathological 
anatomy, illustrated by an extensive series of preparations, a large 
collection of drawings, and by recent dissections and specimens of dis- 
ease. The lectures on surgery are illustrated by clinical remarks on 
cases under treatment in the wards of the hospital. Private instruction 
in chemical] analysis will be given to the students who require it in the 
laboratory. Examinations take place in the different classes weekly. 
The prizes and testimonials of honour are given at the termination of 
the session, the examinations being conducted by written questions and 
answers. A prize or prizes will be given in each department. 

Free Scholarships.—Free scholarships at this institution are granted 
to meritorious students, who, having commenced their studies, are 
unable to complete them for want of means. Diligence and attention 
are required as absolutely necessary for the renewal of the free tickets 
at each session. A good preliminary education is also demanded.

The physicians and surgeons attend daily at half-past one p.m. Dr. 
Arthur Farre attends at half-past eleven on Tuesday, Thursday, and 
Saturday. Clinical lectures are delivered, after the visit, on alternate 
Tuesdays, by Dr. Todd; Wednesdays, by Dr. Budd; Thursdays, by 
Mr. Fergusson; Fridays, by Mr. Partridge. The physician’s assistant 
and clinical clerks, the house-surgeon and dressers, are selected by 
examination from those pupils of the hospital who are students of the 
college ; the house-surgeon must have been a dresser, and no dresser is 
appointed whose fitness has not been ascertained by the surgeons. Ne 
fee is paid for these appointments. 


SCHOOL. 


Students ore of two kinds, matriculated and occasional. Occasional 
students comprehend those who do not wish to matriculate, and those 
who attend only the lectures of particular professors. The medical 
library is open to all the students, and the general library to the matri- 
culated students. Matriculation fee, 1/. 1s.; the library fee, L/. 1s. 

Weekly examinations are held in all the classes: and, at the end of 
the session, terminal examinations of those students who are eandidates _ 
for the prizes and certificates of honour. 


MUSEUMS 


Of anatomy, chemistry, materia medica, zoology, botany, geology, and 
mineralogy, chemical laboratories, and libraries, to which the students 
have access, are attached to the college. The museums are open to 
students every day, except Sunday, from 10 till 4. In the museum of 
anatomy are contained the preparations, models, and casts which illus- 
trate human anatomy, both healthy and morbid, comparative anatomy, 
and zoology. The museum of chemistry, materia medica, botany, mine- 
ralogy, and geology, contains extensive collections in these departments 
of science. The medical library is open every day, except Sunday, during 
the whole of the time that the students are engaged in the college. 
Medical officers of the army and navy, both in the Queen’s service 
and in that of the East India Company, are admitted gratuitously, upon 
bringing a recommendation from the heads of their respective depart- 
ments, to all the lectures delivered in the medical school, as well as to 
those upon comparative anatomy, zoology, and the various branches of 
natural philosophy. Twelve students in veterinary medicine and surgery 
are admitted gratuitously to the lectures on anatomy, physiology, chemis- 
try, and surgery, upon bringing a recommendation from the professors 
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of the veterinary college: and the ‘students of the Royal Academy are 
also admitted gratuitously to the lectures on anatomy and physiology, 
on bringing a recommendation from a member or an associate of the 
academy. 


ENDOWMENTS AND PRIZES IN FAVOUR OF MEDICAL STUDENTS. 


1. Scholarships.—Three scholarships for matriculated medical students 
have been founded in the college. Each is of the yearly value of 40/. 
and may be held for three years. 

2. Leathes Prizes.—A bible and prayer-book awarded yearly to two 
medical students, who, by a certificate under the hand of the principal, 
are found most worthy of the same, for their proficiency in religious 
knowledge, and their general conduct. 

3. Warneford Prizes.—Two medals, and books, given annually to 
two medical students, who shall have most distinguished themselves at 
an examination consisting of questions in—I. The Holy Scriptures. 
II. Butler's Analogy. III. Two of the branches of medical science 
taught in the college, to be selected by the candidates. Matriculated 
students only can become candidates for these prizes. The examinations 
for these prizes take place in October, and the candidates must bring 
certificates of regular attendance at the college chapel; candidates for 
the Warneford prizes must also bring certificates of attendance at the 
principal's or the chaplain’s lectures. 

Medical Associates of King’s College.—This distinction is conferred, 
on the recommendation of the medical professors, on the scholars and 
such other students as, having completed their four years of study, are 
recommended by the principal. 5. Special certificates, in addition to 
those which relate to medical proficiency, are given for general correct- 
ness and propriety of conduct in the college, and for regularity of 
attendance at the college chapel. 

Residence of Students.—Rooms are provided in the college for a 
limited number of students, and some of the professors also receive 
students into their houses. A Dining-hall has been opened in the 
college for the accommodation of the resident students, and for such 
other students as may desire to avail themselves of it. Resident 
Medical Tutor.—The council has appointed Dr. Johnstone to this 
office; it is his duty to assist the junior students in their studies. 
Librarian of the Medical Library.—Mr. T. Stephen.

The medical practice is recognised by the Colleges of Physicians and 
Surgeons, the universities of London and Edinburgh, and by Apotheca- 
ries’ Hall. It contains 330 beds, and there are about %22 out-patients 
daily. There are 100 beds in the Workhouse. 
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ALDERSGATE SCHOOL OF MEDICINE. 


The lectures delivered at this institution are illustrated by prepara- 
tions and drawings from the museum belonging to the school, and by 
clinical remarks on the cases occurring in infirmary and dispensary 
practice. Qualified pupils in midwifery are admitted to the practice of 
the London Midwifery Institution, without additional charge. The 
lectures on general anatomy and physiology are illustrated by experi- 
ments and microscopical observations. In addition to the medals and 
certificates of honour which are given in every class at the end of the 
session,—the office of honorary demonstrator will be conferred on the 
second-year student who shall obtain the prize is practical anatomy; he 
will act as assistant demonstrator of anatomy for the year ensuing, and 
receive an honorary certificate to that effect. The student of the second 
session who shall obtain the physiological prize at the annual examina- 
tion, will be appointed physiological prosector for the ensuing session, 
and will receive, on its termination, an honorary certificate to that effect. 
His duties will consist in preparing and displayirg the several parts 
required by the lecturer on physiology, and he will thus have an oppor- 
tunity of becoming practically acquainted with this important branch of 
medical science. The office of anatomical prosector will be given to the 
student who, at the termination of his first session shall have attained 
the greatest proficiency. He will have to dissect the parts required for 
the anatomical course, and will thus obtain the privilege of dissecting 
for an entire session free of expense. These rewards will be granted 
only to those gentlemen who are perpetual pupils to physiology and 
practical anatomy. The student who shall obtain the first prize in the 
class of chemistry will be appointed to the office of chemical assistant, 
aud be admitted to the course on practical chemistry, gratis. The 
pupils of the school are admitted to attend the practice at the Central 
London Ophthalmic Institution, free of expense. The surgeons will 
deliver clinical lectures, and two clinical clerks will be appointed. A 
ni:seum of anatomy, a reading-room, and a library, are attached to the 
sclool. 


SCHOOL OF ANATOMY AND MEDICINE, ADJOINING 
ST. GEORGE’S HOSPITAL. 


An extra course of fifty demonstrations on organic and regional ana- 
tomy will be delivered in the dissecting room by Dr. W. V. Pettigrew, 
Mir. G. S. Blenkins, and Mr. F. Hatchard. Pupils who have entered to 
the anatomical class are entitled to attend these lectures gratuitously. 
Anatomical teachers are also appointed to assist the students in keeping 
up with the anatomical lectures, and in preparing for the College of 
Surgeons, without any further payment of fee. The students have free 
access to the museum, which is exceedingly valuable. ‘The dissecting- 
room is open to students during daylight, and one or all of the lecturers 
and demonstrators are with them from ten till half-past three. General 
fee to the whole ofthe courses, forty guineas. Medals, prizes, and ho- 
norary certificates will be awarded May Ist, 1847. 
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CHARLOTTE-STREET SCHOO! OF MEDICINE, 
BEDFORD SQUARE. 


The general fee to aJl the lectures, 31/. 10s. Mr. Dermott is enabled 
to offer hospital practice, both surgical and medical, for one, two, or 
three years, (which will also qualify for the London College of Phy- 
sicians), together with the whole of the lectures, for the sum of 55/. The 
pupils individually perform the surgical operations, after having once 
witnessed Mr. D.'s exhibition of them. Mr. Dermott’s private cate- 
chetical instruction, with the aid of recent dissections, for qualifying 
gentlemen to pass the College of Surgeons, is continued, as usual, 
throughout the year; terms, 5/. 5s. Pupils, whilst. receiving the private 
instruction, are allowed to attend his public lectures, as well as the 
demonstrations and the dissections, and may receive certificates for such 
attendance without extra fee. Medical practitioners may obtain private 
courses of operative surgery and anatomy. ‘The school possesses 
museums in illustration of the lectures on anatomy and physiology, 
materia medica, and surgery; with a hortus siccus; also microscopes and 
anatomical drawings of the first order. These are open daily for the use 
of students. Resident house-pupils are free to all the lectures, and have 
extra private tuition, the privilege of unlimited dissection, and ample 
opportunities for acquiring a knowledge of every branch of the profes- 
sion, with the choice of two dispensaries, and the privilege of attending 
a private hospital. Private courses of microscopic anatomy.

Every menaber having paid his subscription of 211., and subscribing 
JO0L. additional to the building fund, in one payment, will be entitled, 
every second year, during his life, to a presentation for one student to 
work in the laboratory, for two sessions, on payment of 2/. per session. 

2. Admission to evening meetings to be held during the season, at 
the College, for communicating the } rogress of the science. 

3. A private laboratory will be set apart for the use of members, 


under the direction of a qualified assistant, upon payment of a fee, to be 
determined hereafter by the council. 
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4. Periodical journals will be issued, which are intended to embrace 
the proceedings of the college, and every discovery made in the science 
of chemistry, together with the applications of which it is susceptible to 
the purposes of the agriculturist, medical man, pharmacien, dyer, miner, 
metallurgist, painter, brewer, glass, porcelain, and other manufacturers.

PLAN OF THE NATIONAL INSTITUTE. 


Gentlemen eligible to become members—l. Those who were in 
actual practice previous to the lst of August, a.p. 1815; 2. Licentiates 
of the Society of Apothecaries; 3. Members of the Royal Colleges of 
Surgeons in England, Ireland, or Scotland; 4. Doctors or bachelors in 
medicine of any universities of the United Kingdom, and fellows or 
licentiates of any college of physicians of the United Kingdom, who 
shall have been in actual practice as general practitioners in medicine, 
surgery, and midwifery; or who shall satisfy the council of their quali- 
fications to practise in medicine, surgery, and midwifery; 5. All per- 
sons possessing either of the foregoing qualifications, and who are at 
present members of the National Association, or who shall have enrolled 
themselves previously to the expiration of six months from the date of the 
formation of the Institute. Subsequently, such persons only as shall 
satisfy the council as to their qualification to practise in medicine, 
surgery, and midwifery. 


PRINCIPLES OF GOVERNMENT. 


The president to be elected by the council triennially, and be eligible 
for re-election.— Three vice-presidents to be elected by the council from 
their own body by ballot, one to go out every year, and not to be eligible 
for re election for a year.—A council, of forty-eight members, one-half 
practitioners resident within ten miles of the General Post-office, the 
‘other half, country practitioners resident beyond that distance, to be 
elected by the members of the institute, every enrolled member being 
entitled to a vote.—One-third of each metropolitan and provincial branch 

‘of the council to go out of office annually, and the vacancies to be filled 
up in equal proportions from the respective branches, the retiring mem- 
bers not being eligible for re-election for a year.—The election to be by 
voting papers, and decided by a majority of votes.— The council to pre- 
pare a code of laws for the regulation of the affairs of the institute, 
subject to the approval of a general meeting of the members. 


OBJECTS OF THE INSTITUTE. 


The principal objects of the institute are—to maintain an effective 
organisation of the general practitioners ; to expose, discourage, and 
suppress, by registration, and every other practicable means, illegal and
